If You Build It, They Will Come 

ARGUMENTS OVER INFRASTRUCTURE REFLECT COMMUNITY VISIONS 


Back in 2014, City Council pondered at 
length a development proposal for Walter E. 
Long Metropolitan Park. The developer 
(Decker Lake Golf LLC) proposed to build 
two professional golf courses 
in an unused section of park¬ 
land, and in return would 
provide not only an income 
stream to the city (and dis¬ 
counted greens fees for resi¬ 
dents), but adjacent recre¬ 
ational amenities (trails, 
sports fields, etc.), none of 
this possible in the Parks 
and Recreation Department 
budget. The immediate 
neighbors (e.g., Colony Park) 
mostly supported the proposal, in part 
because they expected it to lead to broader 
economic development, jobs, hotels, shops, 
etc., along with the potential tourist income 
from anticipated PGA tournaments. 

But the project hit a strong headwind of 


(mostly Westside) public opposition - to the 
private money, to an “elite” sport like golf, 
to potential water use, and especially to a 
leasehold on parklands that would possibly 
evade a City Charter require¬ 
ment for a public referen¬ 
dum on such arrangements. 
Accordingly, the 2014 Coun 
cil deferred the proposal to 
the new 10-1 Council, and a 
few months later, the new 
Council also deferred the 
project... indefinitely. 

Ultimately, Council allo¬ 
cated major bond money to 
the public recreational devel¬ 
opment of Long Metropoli¬ 
tan Park, expanded the PARD maintenance 
budget accordingly, and thereby embarked 
on the recreational development of thou¬ 
sands of acres of parkland that has essen¬ 
tially lain fallow and unavailable to 
Austinites for more than 50 years. In a few 


years, Northeast residents will be able to 
enjoy a recreational destination that should 
rival Zilker Park, along with nearby eco¬ 
nomic development drawn by park visitors. 

Actually, that last paragraph is fiction. 
After the collapse of the Decker Lake Golf 
proposal (reportedly still floating around), 
Council asked PARD to prepare an updated 
master plan (the first since 1968, shortly 
after the city acquired the land), and eventu¬ 
ally staff will deliver another grand proposal 
for which no public funding is available. 

Kick or Swim 

This fairly recent history came flashing 
back to me in the last few weeks, during the 
debates over the proposal by the Columbus 
Crew professional soccer franchise to move 
to Austin. The team also had its sights on 
city parkland - specifically, Butler Shores, 
where Lady Bird Lake meets Barton Creek 
- but thanks to widespread public opposi-

tion, team owners say they’ve dropped 
their interest in Butler and hope the city 
will consider other potential sites for a 
deal, including Guerrero Park (see 
“Kitchen 1, PSVNil,” p.12). Council appears 
split over the issue, and arguments similar 
to those over Long will likely reverberate 
over the next few weeks or months. 

Meanwhile, also on Council’s immediate 
agenda (Feb. 1) is what to do about PARD’s 
Aquatic Master Plan, which in theory pro¬ 
poses $124 million or more in bond money 
to repair and maintain as many of the city’s 
antiquated but heavily used swimming 
pools as can be repaired (perhaps even add¬ 
ing a few more for underserved neighbor¬ 
hoods). An infrastructure bond package is 
indeed in development for November - but 
the thought of an opening bid of $124 mil¬ 
lion just for pools has raised eyebrows (and 
voices) on the dais. The guess here is coun¬ 
cil members will “accept” the report with¬ 
out committing to any particular funding 
- and another major PARD project (and 
city need) will languish for months or 
years, for lack of funds. 

Investments in Community 

As it happens, I was thinking of this his¬ 
tory and the current debates Sunday after¬ 
noon, when I spent several hours visiting 
the new Central Library (which cost just 
about as much as the asking money for the 
pools). It was a glorious early spring day, 
and thousands of my neighbors (and their 
children) were enjoying every available 
nook and cranny of the library (from study 
rooms to tech “petting zoo” to roof garden) 
and lining up to check out hundreds of 
books (or doing it themselves via comput¬ 
erized stations). Library project opponents 
had described it as a pointless waste of 
money; one (since defeated) council mem¬ 
ber had brandished his smartphone and 
declared it had rendered such publicly 
funded extravagances obsolete. 

I don’t know what will happen to Long 
Park, or the professional soccer proposal, 
or - most importantly - to the undoubtedly 
ambitious Aquatic Master Plan, which is in 
substance an attempt to build broad public 
consensus for community expenditures on 
benefits we all eventually share directly or 
indirectly. Like many Austinites, I’m skep¬ 
tical of public-private “partnerships” that 
chip away at democratic sovereignty, and I 
don’t like it that as a nation we increasingly 
find ourselves relying on private capital to 
underwrite public projects we should be 
paying for ourselves. I’m glad and proud 
that building our new Central Library - a 
tribute paid to Austin’s future - came out of 
our own pockets. 

On the other hand, in instances where 
private-public partnerships have become 
our only realistic options, we should con¬ 
sider them seriously, while creating safe¬ 
guards that protect the public interest and 
public oversight. What we cannot do is let 
the naysayer mantra, “We just can’t afford 
it,” become the default response to every 
community need. What we build together, 
we are. ■ 


I’ve always loved Groundhog Day - the 
movie, but even more the holiday itself: the 
pomp, the ceremony, the fact that this nonde¬ 
script little coal-mining town in Pennsylvania 
(pop. 5,814) has commanded international 
attention over three centuries now, the sheer 
goofiness of every aspect of the tradition 
that unfolds each year atop the hill known as 
Gobbler’s Knob, as Phil whispers his secret, 
in Groundhogese, to the only human who 
can understand Groundhogese, by virtue of 
his magical acacia cane, handed down in 
turn to each president of the Punxsutawney 
Groundhog Club Inner Circle, so that he 
may direct the correct scroll to be read, 
declaring the six-week weather forecast to 
the waiting world. And of course, Phil himself: 
Dear Punxsutawney Phil, now at least 133 
years old, according to the lore, 
but still looking as plump and 
ridiculous a creature as ever. 

So, Happy Groundhog Day, 
however you choose to cele¬ 
brate it. 

□ 

Meanwhile, thinking about 
Groundhog Day the movie while 
watching the joint land use com¬ 
missions meet Tuesday night 
regarding CodeNEXT, and wait¬ 
ing for the next draft of CodeNEXT to be 
released, got me wondering: Haven’t we been 
having these same discussions before, over 
and over, for a long time now? Not living the 
same day over again, like Bill Murray in the 
1993 classic, but playing the same waiting 
game - stuck in a loop of uncertainty with a lot 
of questions up in the air, and no real frame¬ 


work to pin them on - arguing about abstract 
ideas, because there’s no actual policy or text 
or substance publicly available to be debated? 

That’s certainly where we are this Ground¬ 
hog Day. In two weeks we’ll see a largely 
rewritten text, plus the first “equivalency map” 
and the means to start testing the effects of 
different desired policy moves. And with both 
a transit plan and a transportation plan being 
prepared in separate processes, not yet coor¬ 
dinated with the CodeNEXT process, it’s safe 
to say there’s a lot of work yet to be done. 

But at least we’re starting on the road. But ... 
starting on the road? Isn’t that where we were 
last year? And the year before that? And ... 

Groundhog Day 2017: In a column titled 
“What Is the Sound of One Shoe Falling? City 
releases CodeNEXT draft to mild reaction ... so 
far,” I report that the first draft 
of the CodeNEXT text has just 
been released and quote John 
Miki of Opticos Design telling 
Council that “CodeNEXT at this 
point is providing the tools to 
implement existing policies,” but 
caution that “mapping will be 
rolled out in April, and to a large 
extent, it’s hard really to tell 
much until then.” Of course, 
once the mapping was released, 
it was met by scorn on all sides, and the tripar¬ 
tite text was being picked apart by critics as 
well, so staff announced in June that they were 
scrapping all the work done to date, in favor of 
“an idea that just came up in the last couple of 
days.” That became the half-cooked draft two, 
but that mapping attempt proved so toxic that 
we’re back to the drawing board on that front. 


Groundhog Day 2016: At this point, the 
process is in the midst of its longest “black 
box” period: 2015 saw a long series of “public 
input” initiatives, but no info would come out 
of staff and consultants regarding what they 
were working on until the abortive 2017 first 
draft release. In a column titled “Density vs. 
Affordability,” I quote Mayor Steve Adler as say¬ 
ing, “if we do not aggressively preserve our 
existing affordable housing stock while building 
new affordable housing, then we are effectively 
saying goodbye to a population the size of 
Amarillo,” and Greg Casar countering that for 
him the choice is between “one older home 
being torn down and being replaced by one 
really big new expensive home, or being 
replaced by two newer homes that are going to 
be more expensive because they are newer.” 
Two years later, that was exactly the dilemma 
being debated by the speakers Tuesday night. 

Groundhog Day 2015: In a column titled 
“First, Do No Harm,” I note that the newly-elect¬ 
ed 10-1 City Council is devoting today’s two- 
hour “Deep Dive” orientation session to learn¬ 
ing about Comprehensive Planning and Imagine 
Austin, “so they have some idea of some of 
the issues involved.” Meanwhile, “work contin¬ 
ues apace on the CodeNEXT process, designed 
to rewrite Austin’s land development code. The 
Code Advisory Group has set up three working 
groups To dig deeper into concepts directly 
linked to the land development code revision.’” 

It would be another two years before we 
would see what they were up to. 

□

VOTER DEADLINE LOOMS 

The deadline to register to vote in the March 6 pri¬ 
mary election is Monday, Feb. 5, which in Texas means 
one’s application must be postmarked and mailed on or 
before that date. (You can also visit a county registrar. 

Of course you can’t register to vote online in this blood- 
red state.) Any U.S. citizen who’s 17 years and 10 
months old by the deadline and not a convicted felon 
(unless pardoned or fully discharged of their sentence), 
or declared by a court to be mentally incapacitated, is 
eligible.

FETAL BURIAL RULE BLOCKED FOR NOW 

U.S. Federal Judge David Ezra on Monday tempo¬ 
rarily blocked an intrusive state law that would require 
abortion providers and patients to bury or cremate 
their fetuses. The rule was set to go into effect Feb. 1. 

Ezra found that providers would likely be able to 
show that the law “imposes an undue burden” on 
women’s constitutionally protected right to abortion 
during the upcoming full bench trial. Ezra also pointed 
to the problematic cost burdens that facilities would 
incur if the law is enacted (burial costs for hospitals 
range between $228,400 and $655,200 per year) and 
the difficulty of actually finding a vendor to perform 
the cremation or internment process. His 15-page rul¬ 
ing cites evidence suggesting the law would “have a 
negative effect on women’s health by causing grief and 
shame and possibly discouraging women” from 
obtaining reproductive health care. 

If the law sounds familiar, it’s because a different 
federal judge blocked a similar rule last year, slamming 
it as “pretext” for restricting abortion access. The rule 
was reincarnated during the last legislative session as 
part of a package anti-choice bill, Senate Bill 8. 
Abortion advocates sounded off on the rule during a 
health department hearing in December, which did lit¬ 
tle to stop state officials from going forward with the 
regulation. Since then, U.S. Judge Sam Sparks went 
into semi-retirement, and handed the case over to 
Ezra; both are Republican-appointed judges. Each side 
now has 10 days to suggest trial dates, where the law’s 
constitutionality will be determined. - Mary Tuma 

IS YOUR WATER RUNNING... PINK? 

In a press release featuring a bathtub full of bright 
pink water - alas, not a bathtub cocktail - Dripping 
Springs environmental group Protect Our Water 
announced the results of a December dye study per¬ 
formed by the Hays Trinity Groundwater Conservation 
District, the Barton Springs/Edwards Aquifer Conserva¬ 
tion District, the city of Austin, and the Meadows 
Center for Water and the Environment. As summarized 
in the release, the study showed that “Onion Creek 
surface water recharges the Trinity Aquifer through its 
fractured rock-bottom creek bed. It also confirms that 
if the city of Dripping Springs discharges treated 
sewage into Onion Creek, this too would flow into the 
Trinity Aquifer and into potentially hundreds of local 
wells of local families that depend on the Trinity 
Aquifer for their water.” 

The study took place in the context of a permit 
application pending before the Texas Commission 
on Environmental Quality that would authorize the 
city of Dripping Springs to discharge treated effluent 
(wastewater) up to 995,000 gallons per day. POW 
cited earlier assurances from Mayor Todd Purcell that 
if it were to be demonstrated that Onion Creek water is 
reaching the aquifer, he would withdraw the permit. In 


response to the release of the dye study, Purcell issued 
a statement saying that the city is seeking more infor¬ 
mation, but that preliminary results show only three 
private wells affected, and Onion Creek water already 
incorporates runoff containing “pesticides, petroleum 
products, fertilizers and animal waste.” 

Purcell reiterated that even if the permit is approved 
by TCEQ, Dripping Springs currently has no plans to 
discharge effluent into the creek, and its current com¬ 
bined capacities for groundwater release and storage 
greatly exceed any future need. “I know that I speak for 
the Council when I say that we feel confident that we 
will not need to discharge into Onion Creek, certainly 
not any time soon,” he said, “and that we are commit¬ 
ted to achieving 100% reuse, as we have been from the 
time we filed our permit application.” - Michael King 

FLORENCE OF COMFORT HOUSE MUGGED 

Florence Ponziano says she’s “okay, now,” a week 
after she was mugged last Tuesday afternoon on the 
Cap Metro 300 bus. Ponziano is the hardworking, 
elderly namesake of Florence’s Comfort House, her 
Montopolis-neighborhood home and community cen¬ 
ter for neighbors in need and their children. She was 
on the bus Jan. 23 about midday, when a female pas¬ 
senger began acting strangely, shouting, and harassing 
other passengers (“She was on drugs for sure,” said 
Ponziano). The woman first tried to grab Ponziano’s 
purse - when that failed, she slugged Ponziano “like a 
boxer,” grabbed her glasses, and ran off the bus at the 
next stop. (It’s not the first time the 74-year-old DIY 
philanthropist has been mugged.) 



The bus driver, initially slow to react, eventually 
called police, and another driver ran after the woman 
and retrieved Ponziano’s glasses - already broken. 
Ponziano was shaken and bruised, but she also 
expressed concern over her attacker. “They need to 
find her and get her help,” she said. 

Ponziano had only recently been provided with her 
new prescription glasses by a benefactor responding to 
a Comfort House fundraiser. “I think they’re insured,” 
she said. “I hope they are.” In the aftermath, Capital 
Metro treated her well, she said - in a statement, the 
agency said, “We are gathering more information.” The 
incident remains under investigation by the Austin 
Police Department.

Council: Back to the Dais k 


SHORT MONTH, LONG AGENDAS 



City Council returns to formal public 
deliberations this week, after a lengthy 
holiday hiatus, and is scheduled to meet for 
regular sessions only twice in February - 
today (Feb. 1, following Tuesday’s work ses¬ 
sion) and Feb. 15. That’s at least in part 
because they’re beginning budget work 
sessions earlier than ever before 
(all day Feb. 7 and Feb. 21). 

Mayor Steve Adler said in 
January that Council is deter¬ 
mined to reinvent the budget 
process as relentlessly as neces¬ 
sary to get it right - but they may 
come to regret that foresight this month, as 
today’s agenda (with late addenda) has 
grown to 126 Items, and they’re already 
knee-deep in public controversy over the 
Feb. 15 agenda. 

The headline Items at that time were to 
be Council Member Ann Kitchen’s resolu¬ 
tion to remove city parkland from consider-

ation for a professional soccer venue, and 
CM Greg Casar’s proposal for mandatory 
employee sick leave for local businesses. 
With the Columbus Crew owners having 
officially dropped their interest in Butler 
Shores, the most contentious site, Kitchen 
said she would withdraw her resolution. 

(Note: The argument isn’t con¬ 
cluded - Guerrero Park is one of 
the sites still under consider¬ 
ation, and both CM Pio Renteria 
and CM Ora Houston have ques¬ 
tioned the wisdom of ruling out 
all parkland as a matter of 
course; see below.) 

So that debate is apparently for another 
day; it remains to be seen whether the paid 
sick days proposal - in development over 
the last several months - will suffer the 
same fate next week. On the Council mes¬ 
sage board, Casar posted related documents 
and the note, “This ordinance is the culmi¬ 
nation of one of the most thorough and 


demanding processes I have been in.” That 
assertion became more relevant earlier this 
week when the Greater Austin Chamber of 
Commerce released a statement expressing 


“contingent opposition” to the ordinance 
and asking for more research and at least a 
90-day delay. “The Greater Austin Chamber 
of Commerce Board of Directors is opposed 
to this ordinance,” the statement reads, “if 
the Council does not contract for an appro¬ 
priate independent [economic impact] study 
and does not provide the public 90 days to 
give feedback before they take a vote.” 

Casar told the Austin Monitor that he still 
expects a vote to take place Feb. 15, a date 
he said has been public in the stakeholder 
discussions since Labor Day. But the Cham¬ 
ber’s opposition may carry some weight 
with others on the dais, and the Council’s 
persistent habit of delay (as well as its 
heavy February agendas) might well mean 
they’ll take a sick day on the Feb. 15 vote.

• Public Safety Implosion: The morn¬ 
ing briefing features an update on 
public safety negotiations (to be 
resumed) - the subject of a tense 
exchange at Tuesday’s work session, 
with some CMs (Jimmy Flannigan, 
Alison Alter) accusing staff of insuffi¬ 
cient collaboration with Council on the 
contract process. 

• More Champions: Item 12 resumes 
the Champion Tract 3 debate (public 
hearing closed, dais only); Item 104 
addresses a zoning change for Tract 1C. 


• Paul Robbins on Gas: Item 122 of 
now 125 is a public hearing on energy 
gadfly Robbins’ complaint concerning 
the Texas Gas Supply “Conservation 
Adjustment Clause” rates (covering 
Austin and the region). Robbins is tar¬ 
geting selected “conservation” pro¬ 
grams (e.g., residential equipment 
rebates, regardless of homeowner 
income) that he says cost more to the 
utility (and ratepayers) than they save 
in energy costs - to the tune of $1.2 mil¬ 
lion (i.e., five bucks a customer). - M.K.

Austin’s soccer saga is officially a mess. 
Last Friday, one week after reiterating their 
shunning of the offer to move their Columbus 
Crew into a new stadium out by the Travis 
County Expo Center, Anthony Precourt and 
company also announced that Precourt 
Sports Ventures (which owns the Crew) no 
longer seek to site their privately funded 
20,000-person, $200 million stadium in 
Butler Shores - the ownership group’s first 
choice for a stadium outside of (and perhaps 
including) a new one in their native Columbus. 

Chances are, PSV’s decision to discontinue 
its pursuit of the Butler site was the result of 
a proposed resolution posted by Council 
Member Ann Kitchen (co-sponsored by 
Alison Alter, Jimmy Flannigan, and Leslie 
Pool) to bar any city-owned parkland from 
being used for private ventures. Though the 
organization made a feeble attempt to chal¬ 
lenge the four CMs - sending a message to 
local allegiants through their “grassroots” 
advocacy arm MLS2ATX alleging that “our city 
leaders are backing down as a result of pres¬ 
sure from a vocal minority, some of whom are

from Columbus, Ohio, and who have the obvi¬ 
ous motive of killing this move to Austin” - the 
group ultimately relented. In a statement, PSV 
President Dave Greeley cited “valid concerns 
about a possible stadium location at that site.” 


Kitchen ultimately pulled the resolution; 
perhaps a good thing, since both Ora 

Houston and Pio Renteria seemed ready to 
raise a stink at the Feb. 15 Council meeting 
about District 5 politics creeping in on their 


Eastside regions, where Houston continues 
to advocate for a stadium at the Expo Center 
and Renteria wants PSV to reconsider invest¬ 
ing in Roy Guerrero Park - even if it’s look¬ 
ing more and more like the only local solution 
for PSV may be to situate the team at 
McKalla Place, a city-owned property that’s 
not parkland up by the Domain. 

Yet that same day, Columbus Partnership 
CEO Alex Fischer told the Columbus 
Dispatch that Precourt had reopened conver¬ 
sations with investors in Ohio about keeping 
the Crew in Columbus, a bold move after he 
effectively alienated that entire city’s fan 
base. “It kind of looks like [PSV] were going 
for broke and being pretty tone deaf leading 
up to [Friday],” Fischer told the paper. “Now 
to abruptly change kind of mirrors the experi¬ 
ence that we’ve had with them in Columbus.” 
Precourt is reportedly looking at a 40-acre 
plot of land in the city’s Arena District. 

This is all going down roughly one month 
before the Major League Soccer season 
starts (kickoff March 3). The Crew isn’t at 
home until March 10 vs. the Montreal 
Impact, meaning Precourt has 36 days to 
clean up his hometown image.

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CodeNEXT: Outlook Bleak 


City staff remains on track to release the 
final draft of CodeNEXT on Monday, Feb. 12, 
but as that unveiling nears, tensions are 
once again rising among those most invested 
in its composition. Tuesday night’s joint meet¬ 
ing of the city’s land 
use commissions 
raised unsettling ques¬ 
tions about affordabil¬ 
ity, displacement, 
and Austin’s housing 
market - questions 
that should have been 
addressed long before 
draft three’s release. 

City Demographer 
Ryan Robinson, local 
developer Ed Wendler 
Jr., and developer 
agent Ron Thrower 
offered insightful pre¬ 
sentations about 
Austin’s current hous- | 
ing market, where it’s Sj 
headed, and where it I 
needs to be. Each i 

o 

compared Austin to 
other cities experiencing similar issues of 
housing cost spikes, high demand, and dis¬ 
placement of lower-income residents. Wend¬ 
ler, a third-generation Austinite, summarized: 

“I don’t think one has figured it out.” 


Robinson noted that “almost every part” of 
the city’s core has become “significantly 
more affluent,” and said the current discrep¬ 
ancy between the median family income by 
race and ethnicity has “never been this pro¬ 
found.” As a “numbers 
guy,” Robinson said 
the housing market’s 
supply and demand is 
working at a regional 
level, but fails at the 
local level due to struc¬ 
tural imbalances. “Our 
housing has become 
way more expensive 
than our earnings,” 
he said. Since 2014, 
the construction of 
new duplexes, triplex¬ 
es, and fourplexes 
have decreased “great¬ 
ly.” He believes an 
updated land develop¬ 
ment code could 
“squeeze more out 
of the orange.” 

Zoning & Platting 
Commissioner David King noted how 
Austin’s core is getting “whiter and wealthier” 
and numerous organizations are concerned 
CodeNEXT will continue this trend. “Other 
policies need to be put in place,” he conclud¬ 
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ed before asking Robinson what those poli¬ 
cies might look like. Robinson didn’t have a 
specific answer, but agreed with King’s gener¬ 
al sentiment. 

Wendler’s presentation highlighted the 
obvious: Developers build to meet market 
demand, not a city plan (see “Whose 
Crisis?,” p.20). He said that unless some¬ 
thing is done within CodeNEXT, or policies are 
put in place in tandem with the new code, 
“the market is going to run over you.” 

Whether it’s missing middle housing or 
accessory dwelling units, Wendler affirmed 
that to developers, these units will (and 
already are) becoming more high-price hous¬ 
ing, because that’s where the demand and 
profits are. He did not mince words regarding 
today’s density bonus programs either, saying 


“the city needs to have a more robust 
enforcement program.” 

Wendler touched on another tenuous issue 
currently at play when he took a moment to 
thank commissioners for their work and to 
remind them that he sat on the Planning 
Commission in the Eighties during the last 
code overhaul. “It got ugly,” he remembered, 
instructing commissioners to not take any¬ 
thing personally; in the end CodeNEXT will be 
a “political compromise.” Wendler, who’s also 
a board member of anti-CodeNEXT group 
Community Not Commodity, appears to 
have hit the proverbial nail on the head. 

HEARTBURN ON THE DAIS 

The meeting’s vibe was clouded somewhat 
by Monday’s news that Nuria Zaragoza would 


Zaragoza Resigns from Planning Commission 


After nearly four years and countless hours spent 
sorting through CodeNEXT, Nuria Zaragoza is stepping 
down from the city’s Planning Commission - just two 
weeks before draft three of the land use rewrite is 
unveiled. In her place, District 7 Council Member Leslie 
Pool has appointed Austin Energy retiree Todd Shaw. 

Pool said Monday that 
she’s sad to see Zaragoza 
leave, but that Zaragoza 
had been considering her 
resignation from the vol¬ 
unteer board for about six 
months. “We’re so appre¬ 
ciative of her staying on 
for this long,” said the 
council member. “She’s 
really given above and 
beyond, and has left some big shoes to fill.” 

During her time as commissioner, Zaragoza has held 
what she describes as a “minority point of view.” Wary 
of upzoning, Zaragoza has often championed neigh¬ 
borhood concerns and looked for potential community 
benefits in both zoning debates, as part of PC’s regular 
work and particularly with CodeNEXT. But after an 
“intense” four years, Zaragoza said she’s feeling the 
toll. “I felt myself getting negative and thought it 



would be best to have someone with fresh perspective 
finish it off,” she confessed, alluding to CodeNEXT and 
its looming final draft. She said it’s “weirdly sad” to 
not play a role in the completion of the land use over¬ 
haul. Zaragoza also served on the CodeNEXT Advisory 
Group, which disbanded this summer after submitting 
feedback on draft one. 

Pool said Shaw has been 
part of District 7’s 
CodeNEXT outreach group 
and “jumped into the 
middle of the mire” to 
\ ft yj address residents’ con-

V ; . and assuage fears - 

something Pool suggest¬ 
ed CodeNEXT’s city staff 
should do more often. Upon hearing of Zaragoza’s 
desire to leave the commission, Pool began scouting 
someone to replace her. “Todd just rose to the top of 
the list,” she said. 

Tuesday night’s joint PC and Zoning & Platting 
Commission meeting was Zaragoza’s last. Shaw’s first 
official day on PC will be Feb. 13. Lucky for him, that’ll 
be the day land use commissioners will be presented 
the third draft of CodeNEXT. - Sarah Marlofl

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resign from the Planning Commission after 
four years because of the toll it’s taken on her 
(see left). PC Chair Stephen Oliver told me 
he and Zaragoza didn’t agree “half the time, 
but man, we could work together on anything.” 

That sentiment is seemingly not felt else¬ 
where on the commissions. A rift has been 
busy forming between PC and ZAP over the 
past year, but Tuesday’s ZAP meeting before 
the joint work session may have brought it to 
a head when commissioners addressed 
recent news from city staff that Oliver would 
lead any and all CodeNEXT-centric joint land 
use meetings going forward. Under the city 
charter, PC is the commission that “leads” 
the land use mechanism. 

Oliver later said the decision was made to 
give the meetings some consistency, and 


acknowledged there will be some “heartburn” 
over the ranking. That’s something ZAP Chair 
Jolene Kiolbassa agreed with; she fears 
city staff is trying to silence ZAP due to their 
unanimously critical view of CodeNEXT - “but 
that’s our job,” she said. Staff liaison Andrew 
Rivera said the intent of the request was to 
have Oliver and Kiolbassa reach an agree¬ 
ment on who chairs joint meetings going for¬ 
ward. He also said he’s recommended an 
officer election to “eliminate” ambiguity at 
the next joint meeting to be held on the fifth 
Tuesday of a month (some strange city proce¬ 
dure; that will fall in May). The two commis¬ 
sions next get together on Tuesday, Feb. 13, 
when they’ll pore over CodeNEXT’s third draft

Abbott to Trump: Pay Us Money We Lost for 
Booting Planned Parenthood 


After not hearing back 
from the Centers for 
Medicare and Medicaid 

on his request to recoup 
millions that Texas lost 
after banning Planned 
Parenthood from a wom¬ 
en’s health program last 
year, Gov. Greg Abbott is ° 
now appealing directly to § 
our anti-choice president, < 
hoping he’ll bend § 

the rules. 

In a letter sent to Trump on Jan. 23, Abbott praised 
the administration’s recent decision to block Obama- 
era guidance on the federal “freedom of choice” provi¬ 
sion, which prevented states from booting providers 
for no legitimate reason without suffering consequenc¬ 
es. In 2012, Texas officials kicked Planned Parenthood 
from the Women’s Health Program solely because PP 
“affiliates” with abortion care (although no state funds 
go to abortion procedures). They lost out on $35 mil¬ 
lion from the feds, since that decision violated federal 
guarantees of women’s ability to choose their provider. 
Texas funded the program on its own without PP 
(renamed “Healthy Texas Women”). Under their new 
version, roughly 44,000 fewer low-income women got 
preventive care such as cancer screenings and birth 
control, and some counties that no longer had access 
to PP saw an increase in unintended pregnancies. 

“Texas is a powerful and grim example of what hap¬ 
pens when politicians like Governor Abbott try to con¬ 




trol women’s bodies and impose their beliefs on all 
people,” said Yvonne Gutierrez, executive director of 
Planned Parenthood Texas Votes. “Many lost access to 
health care altogether - either because there are no 
other providers in their communities, or because other 
providers don’t offer specialized care like lUDs or the 
birth control shot.” 

Now, Abbott wants those millions back while still 
banning Planned Parenthood. If Trump complies, he’ll 
set a dangerous precedent that would allow other con¬ 
servative anti-choice states to ban the reproductive 
health provider and face no punishment. - Mary Tuma

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Substantive Proposals 

POLICE OVERSIGHT, LEFT AND RIGHT 




A couple on Avenue G and 45th Street got 
a rude awakening last Friday morning when 
they awoke to the sound of someone break¬ 
ing into their home. The couple secured 
themselves in a bedroom closet and called 
911. By the time APD arrived, officers said 
the suspect (identified Tuesday as 23-year- 
old Christopher Giles) was already trying 
to drive away, and fired a 
gunshot at the respond¬ 
ing officers. Ofc. Matthew 
Jackson returned fire, 
hitting Giles, who died 
on-site. 

Addressing press after 
the incident, Assistant 
Chief Troy Gay classi¬ 
fied the burglary-turned- 
officer-involved-shoot- 
ing as typical business, 
and said he did not 
expect the city’s defunct 
meet-and-confer agree¬ 
ment to “have a bearing 

on the investigation. 

Our department has and 
will continue to be very 
transparent and open 
with the community, and 
we will work side-by- 
side with the new inter¬ 
im Police Monitor, as 
well as the D.A., as well 
as our special investiga¬ 
tions unit.” 

But while Gay limited 
comment on the new 
monitor, Farah Muscadin, 
to the fact that she was 
present, Austin Police 
Association President 
Ken Casaday confided 
to KXAN that while he understood 
Muscadin was welcome at the scene, her 
access to any formal investigation would 
be checked. He said Muscadin couldn’t 
“ask questions, take notes, or sit in on 
officer interviews.” 


FIRST WEEK ON THE JOB 

The Avenue G shooting kicked off the 
final day of Muscadin’s first week as police 
monitor. When departing interim City 
Manager Elaine Hart elevated her to the 
post (to let Deven Desai resume his role 
atop the Labor Relations Office), she noted 
the “wealth of legal knowledge and profes¬ 
sional experience with 
various governmental 
entities” Muscadin 
brings to the role. The 
Chicago native has more 
than 15 years of govern¬ 
mental experience, and 
worked for both the Law 
Office of the Cook 
County Public Defender 
and as an assistant to 
former Chicago Mayor 
Richard Daley. She left 
Chicago State University 
to move to Austin in 
2016, and last April 
became a transportation 
policy associate for City 
Council Member Jimmy 
Flannigan. Most recent¬ 
ly, she served as a project 
manager for the city’s 
Innovation Office. 

Muscadin told me on 
Friday that running the 
OPM is her “dream job,” 
and that her experience 
makes her a perfect fit. 
In past positions, she’s 
been tasked with engag¬ 
ing stakeholders, taking 
stock of circumstances, 
and making recommen¬ 
dations for change. That 
in particular, she said, is what makes her 
such an ideal monitor during this particu¬ 
larly turbulent time. The OPM has never 
operated without a meet-and-confer agree¬ 
ment in place between the union and city, 
and both the APA and CLEAT (the state 



union) have already made moves to limit 
the office’s power as a result. Muscadin 
cites her experience as a defense attorney, 
city liaison to the Chicago Police 
Department, and time spent in student 
affairs at CSU. “I have a 360 view of polic¬ 
ing, and aspects of policing, and I do think 
that it’s to my advantage that I come in 
with fresh eyes and a fresh perspective,” 
she said. Though Muscadin will need more 
than five days to settle into the new role, 
she plans to be an active monitor. “We 
want the community to know that the 
office is available to take complaints and 
to be a resource,” she said. “That part has 
not changed.” 

Another thing that hasn’t changed is her 
and her office’s presence at the scene on 
Friday morning. Though Casaday and 
CLEAT both believe that the OPM is now 
restricted in its operational capabilities 
(“Squished,” Jan. 19), and have threatened 
legal action if Muscadin does in fact over¬ 
step what they consider to be a red line of 
police oversight, Muscadin emphasized 
that the office will continue to operate as 
outlined by Hart in a Dec. 29 memo to City 
Council: advising her (or Spencer Cronk, 
beginning Feb. 12) and operating as a 
watchdog over APD. 


“It is our intention to execute that, and to 
be that resource and be that oversight that 
she expects,” Muscadin said. “It doesn’t 
surprise me that there’s a difference of 
opinion; that’s normal. They have a right to 
their opinion, but I’ve been directed by the 
city manager to do a job.” 

CONTRACTREBOOT 

One change Hart couldn’t avoid is the shut¬ 
tering of the Citizen Review Panel, which 
she said in a Jan. 24 memo “simply cannot 
fulfill” its responsibilities without access to 
the confidential records Internal Affairs 
keeps on officers. The volunteer body won’t 
meet again until a new contract has been 
agreed upon and ratified by City Council 
(should the CRP be included in those terms). 

But last Friday, a few hours after Musca¬ 
din and Casaday stood together on Avenue 
G, Casaday sent Hart word that his mem¬ 
bership had selected a meet-and-confer 
team and “will be ready to return to the 
bargaining table” whenever the city gets its 
team assembled and “in a position to make 
substantive proposals, both economic and 
non-economic” - something the city may be 
eager to do but surely won’t get going until 
Cronk has moved his belongings into City 
Hall. - Nina Hernandez 
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Updated Property Tax Information Now Available for Texas Taxpayers 

(Austin) - New and updated property tax information has just been complied by Travis Central Appraisal District and is available now to assist 
taxpayers. This property tax information is current and covers a wide range of topics, such as taxpayer remedies, exemptions and appraisals, 
and has information for select groups, such as disabled veterans and persons age 65 or older. 

“Whether you are a homeowner, business owner, disabled veteran or taxpayer, it’s important you know your rights concerning the property tax laws” 
said Marya Crigler, Chief Appraiser of the Travis Central Appraisal District. “You can contact us about any property tax issues with full confidence 
that we will provide you the most complete, accurate and up-to-date available information to assist you.” 

• Property Tax Exemptions for Disabled Veterans - The law provides partial exemptions for any property owned by disabled veterans or surviving 
spouses and surviving children of deceased disabled veterans. There is also a partial exemption for homesteads donated to disabled veterans by charitable 
organizations, at no cost or not more than 50 percent of the good faith estimate of the homestead’s market value, to the disabled veterans and his or her 
surviving spouse. The exemption amount is determined according to percentage of service-connected disability. The law also provides a 100 percent home¬ 
stead exemption for 100 percent disabled veterans and his or her surviving spouse and surviving spouse of U.S. armed service members killed in action. 

• Property Tax Exemptions - Non-profit organizations that meet statutory requirements may seek property tax exemptions and must submit 
the exemption application to the Travis Central Appraisal District before May 1st. Businesses that receive tax abatements granted by taxing units; 
ship inventory out of Texas that maybe eligible for the freeport exemption; store certain goods in transit in warehouses that are moved within 175 days; 
construct, install or acquire pollution control property; own and operate energy storage systems; convert landfill-generated gas; or store offshore 
drilling equipment while not in use may also be eligible for statutory exemptions. 

• Rendering Taxable Property - If a business owns tangible personal property that is used to produce income, the business must file a rendition 
to the Travis Central Appraisal District before April 2nd. Personal property includes inventory and equipment used by a business. Owners do not 
have to render exempt property such as church property or an agriculture producer’s equipment used for farming. 

• Appraisal Notices - Normally, taxpayers receive a notice of appraised value from the Travis Central Appraisal District in April. The city, county, 
school districts and other local taxing units will use the appraisal district’s value to set property taxes for the coming year. Appraisals establish the 
equitable portion of the overall tax burden that each property owner owes. The actual amount of the tax burden is based on the total budget adopted 
by the taxing unit. If the taxing unit’s budget increases then your tax burden increases. 

• Property Taxpayer Remedies - This Comptroller publication explains in detail how to protest a property appraisal, what issues the county appraisal 
review board (ARB) can consider and what to expect during a protest hearing. The publication also discusses the options of taking a taxpayer’s case 

to district court, the State Office of Administrative Hearings or binding arbitration if the taxpayer is dissatisfied with the outcome of the ARB hearing. 

• Homestead Exemptions - A homestead is generally defined as the home and land used as the owner’s principal residence on Jan. 1 of the tax 
year. A homestead exemption reduces the appraised value of the home and, as a result, lowers property taxes. Exemption applications are submitted 
to the Travis Central Appraisal District and are available online at www.traviscad.org/forms. 

• Productivity Appraisal - Property owners who use land for timberland production, agricultural purposes or wildlife management can be granted 
property tax relief on their land. They may apply to their local county appraisal district for an agricultural appraisal which may result in a lower 
appraisal of the land based on production, versus market value. 

• Residence Homestead Tax Deferral - Texas homeowners may postpone paying the currently delinquent property taxes due on the appreciating 
value of their homes by filing a tax deferral affidavit at their local county appraisal district. This tax relief allows homeowners to pay the property taxes 
on 105 percent of the preceding year’s appraised value of their homestead, plus the taxes on any new improvements to the homestead. The remaining 
taxes are postponed, but not cancelled, with interest accruing at 8 percent per year. 

• Property Tax Deferral for Persons Age 65 or Older or Disabled or Disabled Veteran Homeowners - Texans who are age 65 or older or 
disabled, as defined by law, or who qualify for a disabled veteran exemption may postpone paying current and delinquent property taxes on their homes 
by signing a tax deferral affidavit. Once the affidavit is on file, taxes are deferred, but not cancelled, as long as the owner continues to own and live in the 
home. Interest continues to accrue at 5 percent per year on the unpaid taxes. You may obtain a deferral affidavit at the appraisal district. 

• Notice of Availability of Electronic Communication - In appraisal districts located in counties with a population of more than 200,000 or 
that have authorized electronic communications, and that have implemented a system that allows such communications, chief appraisers and ARBs 
may communicate electronically through email or other media with property owners or his or her designated representative. Written agreements 
are required for notices and other documents to be delivered electronically instead of mailing. Currently Travis Central Appraisal District will 
accept renditions in electronic format. Please visit the website www.traviscad.org/forms for further information. 

• Protesting Property Appraisal Values - Property owners who disagree with the appraisal district’s appraisal of his or her property for local 
taxes or for any other action that adversely affects them may protest the property value to the appraisal district’s ARB. The protest must be filed 
before May 15th or within 30 days of when the notice of appraised value is sent, whichever is later. 

Filing Deadlines: Renditions: .On or before April 2, 2018 

Homestead Exemptions:.On or before April 30, 2018 

Other Exemptions and Productivity (Agricultural) Valuations:.On or before April 30, 2018 

Protest:.On or before May 15, 2018

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A Point in Time 

CANVASSING THE CITY ON HOMELESS COUNT 


Every year since 2010, the Ending Com¬ 
munity Homelessness Coalition hosts an 
army of volunteers for its Point in Time 
Count of the people experiencing home¬ 
lessness in Austin and Travis County It’s 
something of a logistical wonder, so this 
year, I joined the 600 volunteers tasked with 
scouring miles of city terrain to find and 
survey those people, to collect data that will 
secure federal funding for local service pro¬ 
viders and allow them to target where it’s 
most needed. While organizers admit the 
PIT count doesn’t provide a precise number 
of those in need of housing, it’s a proven 
method of hearing from real people dealing 
with barriers to housing about what they 
might need to get back on their feet. 

Cities throughout the country conduct 
similar counts. Besides the snapshot they 
offer into the city’s homelessness situation, 
the counts are a requirement of the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development’s Continuum of Care program, 
which helps local nonprofits like ECHO and 
municipalities rehouse people. Austin has had 
a PIT count every year since 2010. In this city 
of nearly 1 million people, there are about 
2,000 who live without a home. Of those, a lit¬ 
tle more than half can find spaces in city 
shelters, which operate under a lottery system 
due to demand, or in transitional housing. 


ECHO works with local shelters and 
other programs to count the people in shel¬ 
ter beds or other transitional housing. While 
those folks sleep in the shelter on PIT 
Count nights, volunteers venture out and 
search for the remaining people. On the 
ground, as you cover block after block, it 
becomes clear what a massive undertaking 
it is and why the project requires hundreds 
of helpers. Filling out a full survey can take 
several minutes per person, even if that 
person doesn’t want to disclose personal 
details. The questions about their experi¬ 
ence can dredge up painful memories that 
can make people need a pause. 

Volunteers take an hourlong training 
course before the count, either in person 
or online, and are assigned a team lead in 
the run-up. They follow a few simple 
rules: Announce yourself with a pleasant 
“good morning”; shine your flashlight at 
yourself, not at the person whose slumber 
you’ve interrupted; be cautious with dogs, 
and follow the owner’s lead; never touch a 
sleeping person, or knock on their RV 
door, car window, or tent flap; and if a 
person declines to be surveyed, politely 
move on. Make this early morning wake- 
up call as seamless and uninvasive a pro¬ 
cess as possible. 

Strapped with flashlights, clipboards, 
and stacks of surveys, groups 
descended on the Downtown 
area beginning at 3am. Our 
group was assigned to Section 
4, and walked two chunks of the 
city east of 1-35, including the 
St. Johns and Windsor Park 
neighborhoods. If they were 
agreeable - and often they were 
- we asked for basic demo¬ 
graphic information (age, race, 
gender, etc.); whether they have 
a substance abuse problem, dis¬ 
ability, mental health issue, ill¬ 
ness, or had experienced wage 
theft; and whether any of those 
factors have kept them from 
finding and keeping housing. 


Homeless Count by the Numbers 



According to ECHO data, Austin’s homeless count has 
hovered around 2,000 people since 2010. 



Jessica Cochran, a grant writer and first¬ 
time volunteer, said she was “really struck 
by how much these people really want to 
tell their stories. ... They are experiencing 
homelessness for a reason, and having a 
unique experience while they’re doing 
that,” she added. “And they want ears to 
hear about that and hear about what they’re 
going through.” 

At one point our map took us into the dewy 
baseball fields at Bartholomew District 
Park. Though our map noted it as a place to 
thoroughly scope out, it became more clear 
the farther we walked along the damp path¬ 
ways that most people had found drier 
accommodations for the night. It’s a chal¬ 
lenge ECHO and its volunteers tackle each 
year. Though team leads scout in advance, 
weather and other conditions can change 
things quickly. 

It’s also clear, from both the ground level 
and ECHO’S accumulated data, how much 
more work is to be done. Since Austin start¬ 
ed its count eight years ago, the number of 
surveyed individuals has remained relative¬ 
ly steady. In 2017, the group counted 2,036 
people living both outside and in shelters or 
transitional housing. Though that number 


dipped as low as 1,832 in 2015, it’s ultimately 
not far off from the 2,087 people counted in 
2010. The numbers are similar for those liv¬ 
ing “unsheltered,” sleeping behind gas sta¬ 
tions, on sidewalks, in tents, or in their 
vehicles. The 2017 count found 832 living in 
Austin without a shelter, a slight bump from 
the year before. It speaks to one man’s ire in 
sending us away from his spot under a high¬ 
way overpass, asking - in so many words - 
what impact the study has in practical terms. 

But there are results. Last year, ECHO 
found a 28% reduction in the number of 
people reporting as chronically homeless. 
That number can be attributed to the com¬ 
munity making it a priority to help secure 
housing for people on the streets who are 
living with disabilities. The community 
can’t make those people a priority if it 
doesn’t know that they’re there, or what 
they need. If respondents want, they update 
their information in ECHO’S database, 
which is a step toward accessing the ser¬ 
vices they need - whatever they may be. 
Beyond that, we’ll have to wait and see what 
this year’s figures tell us. - Nina Hernandez

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Whose Crisis? 

Affordability in Austin, through a prism’s lens

He’s right. It would be a legitimate crisis 
for the city’s economy if the real estate 
boom of the past few decades ground to a 
halt. But maintaining that pace of develop¬ 
ment - and working with the developers 
who will make it happen - necessarily 
requires that city planners also risk displac¬ 
ing longtime residents. 

The local government wants a degree of 
affordable housing, but not enough to stag¬ 
nate growth. So you end up with neighbor¬ 
hoods like West Campus and East Riverside, 
where city plans spurred development and 
increased density, but also excluded poorer 
residents from the area. Representatives 
from these neighborhoods participated in the 
design of neighborhood plans geared toward 
providing for the underserved, something 
that did not end up actually happening. In 
both cases, the market’s need to provide for 


UNOSTACKO 

The University Neighborhood Overlay 
plan was created in 2004 because of afford¬ 
ability issues in West Campus. UT wasn’t 
supplying enough housing for its students, 
and the area did not either. Many students 
had to live along the East Riverside Corridor 
(among other places) and take bus trips to 
and from campus. UNO was originally 
viewed as a solution to these problems: 
Students would get a housing option closer 
to campus; neighborhoods would stem their 
infill; and the city would free up the afford¬ 
able housing on Riverside for people with 
jobs in the urban core. 

UNO’s density bonus program was the 
first of its kind, an incentive for developers 
to either include income-restricted units 
on-site, or to pay a fee-in-lieu (a set dollar 
amount per square foot of development; see 
sidebar, p.22) into an affordable housing 
trust fund in exchange for additional enti¬ 
tlements. The nine successive DBPs each 
have their own specific criteria, but UNO’s 
set the bar by offering extra height for 
multifamily developers who’d make 10% of 
the units affordable to households making 
less than 80% MFI, or pay $1 per square foot 
into the fund. The money from that fund 
has been spent on affordable housing proj¬ 
ects and economic analysis studies. 

According to the Neighborhood Housing 
and Community Development office, the 
UNO program had outperformed its nine 
successors, having produced 608 units below 
80% MFI. UNO is also the only program to 
have built an actual affordable housing proj¬ 
ect with fee-in-lieu funds: the Super Co-op at 
1905 Nueces. Yet some who had a hand in 
UNO’s development believe it only achieved 
a fraction of its intended affordable housing. 
Austin Neighborhood Council President 
Mary Ingle called NHCD numbers “pathet¬ 
ic,” considering they took 12 years to reach. 
“We didn’t really understand the formulas 
then,” she said. “We were kind of caught up 
in this euphoria of creating it.” 

Today, West Campus is the densest neigh¬ 
borhood in the city, largely because of DBP 


The definition of affordable housing” 
depends on who’s looking at the problem. 

If you’re an urban planner, affordable hous¬ 
ing is a key ingredient of a healthy, vibrant 
city. Planners want to arrange a housing stock 
that serves a diversity of people. That’s math¬ 
ematical: housing payments costing less than 
30% of the city’s median family income (in 
Austin, that’s $81,400 for a family of two or 
more). Doing so, they say, is what creates 
diversity in housing, and fosters Austin’s 
ideal as an inclusive, progressive city. 

Developers will work with this type of 
affordable housing, but to them the term 
also implies a market-determined price 
point by which older, cheaper housing can 
be flipped for their own profit. A single¬ 
family home in an underserved part of East 
Austin can be bought, demolished, and 
turned into condominiums. The developer 
is after that more than they’re after the 
city’s ideal of affordable housing. 

Yet for most people, affordable housing is 
more than monetary. It’s a home one can 
depend on, that is stable and secure, and 
affordable both today and in the future. 
That type of affordability has become hard¬ 
er and harder to find. 

There’s a general belief that new people 
moving to Austin is 
what’s made the city 
prohibitively expen¬ 
sive. That’s because 
the city remains more 
contextually afford¬ 
able than other 
American cities. 2016 
census data shows that 
Austin’s median gross 
rent (as a percentage 
of a household’s annu¬ 
al income) is still 
29.7%, below the 
national median of 
30.6%, and even below 
the governmental defi¬ 
nition of affordable 
housing. 

The reason Austin 
doesn’t feel affordable, 
says City Demographer 
Ryan Robinson, is due 
to the steep rise in 
housing costs since 
1990, when the city was half as large. The 
median family income for the Austin-Round 
Rock Metropolitan Area has only doubled 
since then, from $39,400 to $81,400, while 
the median price of a single-family home 
has quadrupled, from $73,000 to $305,300. 

“Almost every income level feels that,” 
said Robinson. “And yet without question 
we continue to be relatively affordable com¬ 
pared to our competitor cities, to the coastal 
markets where we continue to get a ton of 
our employment.”

Certainly the rush of new residents has 
changed the city’s makeup. In 2000, 46% of 
Austin households made less than $50,000 
annually, and only 8% made more than 
$150,000. By 2016, the number of house¬ 
holds making under $50,000 dropped by 
20%, while the size of the wealthier group 
tripled. Austin’s housing stock amplifies 
the sticker shock of this shift. Single-family 
homes under $150,000 made up 32.6% of 
those sold in 2011. By 2017, that number 
had dropped to 3.2%. Homes selling for over 
$400,000 jumped from 12.5% to 27.1%. The 
same type of rush to luxury housing was 
seen in the rental market. 

Partially due to this increase in supply, 
homeownership rates have slightly dropped, 
and occupancy rates of luxury-level rentals 
has fallen by 8%. But the trend in rising 
housing costs is not as much a case of inad¬ 
equate supply as it is an imbalance in the 
kind of housing being created. The market 
that produces new housing does not treat 
all demand equally. It prioritizes the renters 
and homebuyers who carry spending power. 

ABOUT AFFORDABILITY 

The city has long grappled with the coun¬ 
tervailing tendencies of the economy, and 
right now, through 
CodeNEXT and other 
means, is pursuing the 
goal set by the 
Strategic Housing 
Blueprint: 60,000 new 
housing units afford¬ 


able for those earning 
less than 80% MFI 
within the next 10 
years. CodeNEXT and 
the Blueprint have 
each innovated sever¬ 
al new techniques to 
address affordability,

the city has followed for years. This 
approach does not challenge the trend of 
expensive housing; it embraces it. 

The rapid rise in housing costs is a drag 
to the average consumer, but to the city 
planner, it’s what keeps the engine running. 
“If the housing in the central city wasn’t 
becoming more and more expensive year 
after year, then I would actually be wor¬ 
ried,” said Robinson. “It is a direct testimo¬ 
ny to how successful and vibrant we have 
been over the past 10 to 15 years.” 


the most profitable demand drove local devel¬ 
opment. In an effort to sustain growth, the 
city’s interests aligned more with those of the 
market than those of the neighborhood’s resi¬ 
dents. If the city was siding with the wants of 
developers over the needs of the community 
during the University Neighborhood Overlay 
(UNO) planning process, it was hard to detect 
in the scramble to address affordability. 

Developer Ed Wendler Jr., who built the 
WatersMark community in Barton Creek, 
said this climate of urgency has clouded 
affordability discussions in Austin, under¬ 
mines cooperation, and opens the doors for 
exploitation. “In a crisis, you gotta act. You 
gotta act,” he said. “It’s like negotiating a 
real estate contract: A lot of times, people 
will stick on a condition that if you don’t 
sign the contract by Friday, then they will 
withdraw their offer. What they’re trying to 
force you to do is to enter into something 
you haven’t really thought out. So, the 
affordability crisis: It’s a sales tool.” 


The trend in rising housing costs is 
not as much a case of inadequate 
supply as it is an imbalance in the 
kind of housing being created.

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the zoning rewrite proposes to standardize 
the city’s 10 DBPs into a single program that 
will follow the best practices established by 
UNO and others, and attach the density 
bonus to more zoning categories, rather than 
specific neighborhoods. But the DBP’s track 
record is not promising - at least for the 
majority of Austin residents. The Affordable 
Housing Density Bonus Program would most 
likely stimulate the production of many more 
housing units, but the bulk of those units 
would be most affordable to the higher- 
income households that continue to move 
here, and not to Austinites who make less. 

“Austin has the tendency of talking the 
talk and not walking the walk,” said Jim 
Duncan, vice chair of the city’s Zoning and 
Platting Commission. “The beneficiaries of 
all these programs are not the people who 
really need help.” 

DEVELOPMENTAL THEORY 


Density bonus programs are incentives for developers to help address affordability in exchange for extra building entitlements. The city has 10 types of 
these programs, six with fee-in-lieu options (a payment into an affordable housing fund as an alternative to providing on-site affordable units) and four 
without. Each program has its own definition of affordability for owned and rented units - i.e., units must be affordable for households at a certain percentage 
of MFI - and its own formula for determining what entitlements a developer gains in exchange for providing that affordability. The CodeNEXT rewrite is 
expected to standardize the 10 programs into one, and expand it to more areas of the city. - J.C.

incentives. From 2000 to 2010 the popula¬ 
tion of the area grew by 36%, blazing past 
the city’s average growth rate of 20%. But 
the development has not curbed the rising 
cost of living. Austin Investor Interests says 
the average rent per square foot in the UT 
housing area (which includes but is not lim¬ 
ited to UNO) has escalated from $1.32 in 
2004 to $2.31 in 2017. That rate of increase 
has lifted UNO’s average to almost double 
the 2017 Austin-Round Rock Metropolitan 
Area average of $1.44. 

These trends cannot 
be attributed solely to 
UNO, but they do 
expose a contradiction 
at the heart of its DBP: 

UNO facilitates afford¬ 
able housing units 
through the construc¬ 
tion of many more 
expensive units, which 
raises the median rent. UNO’s income- 
restricted units may be affordable, but they 
increase the divide between richer and 
poorer housing. 

NEIGHBORHOODS AND CORRIDORS 

Meanwhile, the affordable housing along 
East Riverside that UNO’s planners hoped 
to liberate ended up losing out in similar 
fashion. The team behind 2006’s East River- 
side/Oltorf Combined Neighborhood Plan 
also believed that intensifying density could

usher in much-needed new affordable hous¬ 
ing. The plan offered extra entitlements 
similar to UNO’s DBI^ but developers could 
also choose a community benefit, like a cer¬ 
tain amount of open space, instead of on¬ 
site affordable housing. Riverside resident 
Toni House said developers never chose the 
on-site affordable unit option, and instead 
hundreds of properties were upzoned en 
masse, permitting intense redevelopment, 
while the city got little in return (at least in 
terms of affordable housing). With a whole 
corridor available for 
more intense uses, 
developers urbanized 
the area. Affordable 
complexes like the for¬ 
mer Shoreline Apart¬ 
ments were torn down 
and replaced with luxu¬ 
ry apartments. 

The city took a second 
stab there in 2013 via 
the East Riverside/Oltorf Corridor Plan, 
which included its own DBP: four bonus 
square feet for each square foot of afford¬ 
able housing, or a fee-in-lieu in which $0.50 
paid into an affordable housing trust fund 
buys a bonus square foot. The area was in 
need of affordable housing by then after the 
neighborhood plan, but today, according to 
the NHCD, the corridor’s density bonus pro¬ 
gram has produced zero affordable units, 
and no fee-in-lieu payments. The amount of 
affordable housing created through UNO 


may be less than some had hoped, but on 
East Riverside it’s been nonexistent. 

“It doesn’t take a rocket scientist to figure 
out that when you increase by-right entitle¬ 
ments for free, there is no incentive for a 
developer to agree to provide meaningful 
on-site affordable housing,” House wrote. 
Like West Campus, the East Riverside/ 
Oltorf area has become one of the densest 
in the city. 

CodeNEXT’s third and final draft is expect¬ 
ed for release next week, but in its second,

These programs are by no means the 
extent of the city’s efforts to produce afford¬ 
able housing. Both CodeNEXT’s draft lan¬ 
guage and the Strategic Housing Blueprint 
suggest that making zoning districts flexi¬ 
ble to more housing types, like “missing 
middle” products - accessory dwelling 
units, fourplexes, townhomes, and bunga¬ 
low courts - will give Austinites more hous¬ 
ing options to choose from. If someone 
wants to live in the urban core but not in an 
apartment, renting a granny flat becomes 
an affordable alternative. 

But Wendler is skeptical of this sort of 
supply-side thinking. If CodeNEXT seeks 
to diversify housing as a way to make the 
urban core more compact and connected, 
that’s fine, but it won’t stop sprawl, “the 
market’s solution to affordability.” Investing 
in projects closer to Downtown will not stop 
developers from also building large single¬ 
family homes in the city’s peripheries. They 
will have their cake and eat it too. 

Developers believe that zoning and city 
planning are not as determinant to the com¬ 
position of future housing stock as the city 
would like to believe. Fregonese Associates, 
a consulting group working on CodeNEXT, 
has forecast that if the rewrite were adopted 
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with the language in draft two, within 10 
years the city’s housing capacity will surpass 
the Blueprint’s housing goal of 135,000 units 
by 35,000 units. That’s 170,000 possible new 
housing units by 2027. But regardless of how 
much housing capacity the city allows, it will 
be up to the market to build the units. 

“All the contractors are going to Houston 
to rebuild the city after the hurricane,” said 
Wendler. “Doesn’t have shit to do with what 
kind of zoning they have.” 

The Blueprint recognizes that new units 
are only part of the solution, and also out¬ 
lines how the city can preserve existing 
affordable housing stock. Lin Team, a 
Realtor who played a role in UNO’s plan¬ 
ning, has long advocated for historic dis¬ 
tricts, calling them one of 
the city’s main preserva¬ 
tion tools. “If you have a 
local historic district, you 
in a sense freeze develop¬ 
ment,” she said. “And of 
course that’s why there is 
so much opposition to 
them. The district would 
protect the people who 
live there. It would pro¬ 
tect their investment and 
the quality of life in their 
neighborhood. But it 
would not grow the tax 
base in the way the city 
would like to.” 

There are many other 
tools detailed within the 
Blueprint’s section on 
creating housing “for all Austinites in all 
parts” of Austin: a review of the S.M.A.R.T. 
Housing program, supporting legislation to 
pass a multifamily property tax exemption 
program, and writing regulations for infill 
developments. But none of these initiatives 
will make affordable housing available to 
Austin’s poorer classes. Modifying restric¬ 
tions cannot change the fact that the mar¬ 
ket will always respond to a demand for 
expensive units faster than a demand for 
cheap ones. 

That’s a particularly sensitive topic to 
city government. Last June, Planning Com¬ 
missioner Patricia Seeger asked CodeNEXT 
consultants Alex Joyce and John Miki 
straight up whether profit motive was guid¬ 
ing the rewrite. The consultants didn’t 


respond, and instead changed the subject. 
Consultant John Fregonese rejected that 
same line of questioning at another meet¬ 
ing in September, but also noted that the 
private sector is what will ultimately pro¬ 
duce and occupy most of the new housing. 
“We have to understand their motivation,” 
he said. “They have to make a profit.” 

And so affordability in Austin will pro¬ 
ceed at the mercy of the market. Robinson 
expects the region to continue to be afford¬ 
able as compared to peer cities, though he 
acknowledges that even by those standards 
it’s not as affordable as it once was. Austin’s 
job growth today runs between 2-2.5%, less 
than half of what it was 18 months ago. This 
downturn is not due to any municipal con- 
_ straints: The Austin- 
| Round Rock region pro- 
| duced 25,000 housing 
5 units last year, and it 
| could have produced 
more. Rather, it signals 
that the biggest boom 
may be over, a conse¬ 
quence of forces beyond 
Austin’s zoning map. “We 
grow, decline, and evolve 
as a region,” Robinson 
said. “People are really 
making the mistake of 
treating the city and the 
city’s housing market as 
somehow isolated from 
the regional market.” 

Austin cannot plan its 
way out of its place with¬ 
in the region, any more than it can plan an 
affordable future in an economy where 
large-scale coordination is impossible. The 
housing market is rooted in competition, 
and is necessarily disorganized. Developers 
cannot anticipate who will purchase or rent 
a housing unit they’ve built, but they’ll 
have a good guess as to how much money 
that unit will make them after it’s occupied. 

The construction of a single housing unit 
is highly deliberate: architects, builders, 
manufacturers, engineers, laborers,... - they 
all take part in an orderly and expedient 
process. The contradiction at the center of 
the affordability crisis in Austin is that the 
production of a housing unit can be so har¬ 
monious, while the production of housing 
for all is anything but. ■

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“As an artist, you can never imagine the many different ways people will interpret or inter¬ 
act with your work ... there’s freedom that comes from that thought,” ponders painter Jose 
Parla, who created the wall-spanning Amistad America (above), part of UT’s Landmarks series 
at the new Robert B. Rowling Hall. “Let’s say that 4,000 people a day enter this building, and 
multiply that by years. The many thoughts that will maybe come out of this mural, or perhaps 
no thoughts at all - it’s astonishing either way, right? Because I can’t control it. It’s out of my 
hands.” 

This mural’s Jan. 26 unveiling, plus construction of the otherworldly Stickwork structures 
at Pease Park (opening Feb. 10 - see this week’s Arts feature, p.26), got “Snapshot” think¬ 
ing: What other large-scale public art pieces in Austin evoke not just major reactions, but also 
interactions, due to accessibility and sheer scale?

“The arch makes it 
inviting - a perfect kind of sculpture for this idea of a museum without walls in a place where there’s thousands 
of people pouring by on foot and bicycle every day.”

Stick the Landing 

In Pease Park, environmental artist Patrick Dougherty 
constructs a wooden wonder

Spied from a distance, the five structures 
in Pease Park look as if several thousand 
saplings mutually decided to weave them¬ 
selves into shelters for weary hike-and-bike 
trail joggers. You see no evidence of human 
hands in their construction; they look to be 
wholly the work of nature, of young trees just 
intertwining their trunks to form walls and 
roofs, while leaving openings as doorways 
and windows. It makes these 
structures both enchanting 
and enchanted, like some¬ 
thing discovered in the woods 
of a Brothers Grimm fairy 
tale, and it draws you to them 
with the same awe you’d have 
felt when you were 6. And up close, walking 
into them, they feel no less magical, because 
they still don’t look man-made. 

Not to spoil the illusion, but these wooden 
wonders are man-made, and the man who did 
the making is Patrick Dougherty. Building 
these structures is what he does. They’re 
more rightly considered sculptures, and 
Dougherty reckons the little cluster he spent 
January erecting in Pease Park to be his 
288th. Before 2018 is out, the North Carolina 
artist will have added another 10 to that num¬ 
ber, in spots as far-flung as Murrells Inlet, 
S.C.; TUlsa, Okla.; Bowling Green, Ky.; and 
Big Sky, Mont. He’s devoted 30 years to erect¬ 
ing these environmental art objects - for 
which he’s coined the term Stickwork - all 
over the planet. In every spot, the work is 
made entirely of sticks and saplings and has 
that same wild, organic aspect, but they might 


look like bowers or huts or gigantic tilting 
pitchers or even Easter Island-sized heads. 
Because Dougherty tailors each sculpture to 
its site, the sizes and shapes vary, as do the 
materials, which he draws from local sources. 
For Austin’s Stickwork project, commis¬ 
sioned by the Pease Park Conservancy, the 
artist settled on a spot in Custer’s Meadow, far 
enough from the traffic on Lamar to be some¬ 
what hidden yet close enough 
to the trail that the work could 
be easily seen from it. He kept 
its height to about a dozen 
feet so the structures would 
nestle under the trees there, 
but gave them enough vol¬ 
ume to look “pretty substantial from a dis¬ 
tance,” he says. Something about the space 
suggested grand religious architecture, but 
with the low trees and just three weeks to 
finish the piece (the standard time frame 
for a Stickwork project), he couldn’t fully 
follow through on the impulse. “We’ve been 
saying, ‘We wanted to make a cathedral, but 
we only got to the corners,”’ the artist jokes. 

Though Dougherty starts with a sense of 
direction for the work, he allows room for it to 
evolve as construction progresses. “As you’re 
working, you’re looking, you’re gauging,” he 
says. “You build one piece, then you build 
other pieces in relationship to that piece, so 
there’s a greater feeling of companionship 
among these things. We wanted something 
that looked like it fit in the space, that maybe 


looked like it had already been here. Give it a 
bit of uncertainty about its origins.” So that 
element of enchantment is embedded in the 
work? “I always feel that my job is to excite 
peoples’ imaginations,” says Dougherty. 

Once people are excited mentally by his 
work, the artist wants them to engage with 
it physically: to walk around it, touch it, 
move through it, jump through its windows 
if they feel the urge. “We wanted these 
openings because [the sculpture is] adver¬ 
tising itself. If people are inside and you see 
them flitting around, then you think you 
can go in there. The great thing about this 
kind of work is that people have an inher¬ 
ent sense of what it is and how to use it. 
Permission is all that’s required.” 

Dougherty gives that permission freely, 
even during construction. “One of the nice 
things about the way I work is I work in 
public and I don’t have any doors to close, 
so the normal users of the space get to enjoy 
the project during the building process. 
We’ve been baptizing it, having kids come 
run through it and see what they think. You 
never want to lead the way and say, ‘Don’t 
you think it looks good?’ Even though your 
sponsors will lie to you and say it looks 
good, the public is unforgiving, so you don’t 
get by with anything. If they don’t like it, 
they tell you right upfront. Luckily for us, 
they’ve been telling us they do like it.” 

The thumbs-up from the public is a relief, 
considering all that’s gone into the sculp¬ 
ture that Dougherty’s titled Yippee Ki Yay : 
some 10 tons of ligustrum, Roosevelt wil¬ 
low, and ash (much of it from the ranch of 
Andrew and Nona Sansom and other area 
parks), which volunteers and Austin Tree 
Experts staff, along with Dougherty and his 
son Sam, gathered, stripped of leaves, and 
bound together. (“Sticks will entangle with 
each other easily, and it’s that infuriating 
tendency to tangle that we’re using as the 
simplest method of joining,” Dougherty 
says.) It’s also been coated with fire retar¬ 
dant, and the Conservancy will be checking 
the sculpture weekly for damage and mak¬ 
ing any needed repairs for as long as it lasts. 
(Dougherty says, “Usually, you get two good 
years out of [a Stickwork project]. One great 
year, one pretty good year.”) When Yippee 
Ki Yay starts to fade, Austin Tree Experts 
will come chip it, and the Stickwork’s 
remains will be used as mulch in the park. 

Based on his time building it, Dougherty 
expects the sculpture to be seen by lots of 
folks. “I’m sure people from the Pease Park 
Conservancy have done counts as to how 
many people come through here, but if 
you’re here for eight hours, you are 
impressed. I mean, it’s like water pouring 
through here. In a single moment, you see 
10 people, but over a full day, it is amazing 
how many people use the park.” 



ENSEMBLE VIII got a jump on Easter with 
its program Passio, Arvo Part’s 1982 take on the 
Passion of the Christ.

THE WHICH WAY TREE is the latest from 

Austin author Elizabeth Crook, who manages in it

Silence, Blood, and Sushi 

Generic Ensemble Company’s suspenseful 893 \ Ya-ku-za serves up tension in its silences 

as much as in its words

There’s an old joke that an acting profes¬ 
sor I had used to tell: One night at dinner, an 
8-year-old child says, “Pass the salt.” 

His parents look on in awe. Then his father 
says, “My boy, these are the first words your 
mother and I have ever heard you speak! 

Why have you waited until this moment to 
say something??” 

And the boy says, “Well, up until now, 
everything was fine.” 

It may not be the best attempt at humor, 
but the jest contains some sage wisdom for 
storytellers. Dialogue works best when each 
line is something someone absolutely must 
say. In 893 | Ya-ku-za, actor Mia King and 
actor/co-director kt shorb not only master the 
importance of speaking only when it is essen¬ 
tial, they fully explore the space between 
the lines of text, creating a work filled with 
tension that takes the audience with it every 
step of the way toward its dark (and unavoid¬ 
able) conclusion. 


As the story begins, Aya (King) is waiting 
on one hell of a job interview. She is intent 
on joining the Yakuza (the Japanese 
mafia) and is about to meet the man 
in charge in a private room in the 
back of a restaurant for a meal that 
will determine her fate. When the 
ringleader (shorb) arrives, he informs 
Aya that at the end of lunch, 
she will be getting in a limo 
with him - either by his side 
or in the trunk. 

And the game is on. As 
the two talk and eat, the 
audience is left wondering 
who is cat and who is mouse in a situation 
so charged with the prospect of violence 
that even something as simple as serving a 
particular piece of sushi becomes a nefari¬ 
ous gesture. But the most engaging aspect 
of the performances in 893 | Ya-ku-za is how 
much happens in complete silence. As these 


two characters face off, plans are made 
and unmade in a matter of minutes, and 
both people maintain a calm, almost polite 
demeanor as they test each other’s loyalties 
while simultaneously plotting each other’s 
demise. It makes for an incredibly realistic 
and intense acting experience. 

But that same dedication to realism, 
subtext, and silence ultimately grinds to a 
halt in the play’s climax with a very involved 
and extended fight scene, complete with 
blood and gore effects. While the idea of an 
epic fight is certainly a fantastic payoff in 
this tense 60-minute thriller (and the blood 
effects, provided by Amelia Turner, deliver 
quite the shock factor), the overly stylized 
nature of the fight choreography ultimately 
makes unreal what has been a very realis¬ 
tic experience thus far, and the two styles 
of theatre, when married, don’t deliver the 
one-two punch that is promised in Daria 
Miyeko Marinelli’s gracefully minimal and 
finessed script. 

But many other elements of 893 | Ya-ku-za 
stand strong. The set, designed by Iman 
Corbani (and constructed by Saray de 
Jesus Rosales, Brandi Alexander, Alex 
Cogburn, Megan Kemp, and Elaine 
Jacobs) is a reflection of the perfor¬ 
mances: elegant, simple, and essen¬ 
tial, with incredible attention to 
detail. Jess O’Rear has designed an 
omnipresent cacophony of 
classic rock underscored 
with the sounds of a busy 
hot spot that forever 
intrudes upon King and 
shorb’s cliffhanger silences, 
adding even more tension to 
an already tense situation. 

A word of warning: If you are a sushi fan, you 
will probably want to hit up your favorite place 
after seeing 893 | Ya-ku-za. And because the 
show runs only an hour, you can make it hap¬ 
pen. You’ll definitely have everything you need 
for an awesome dinner conversation.

The desire to liberate operas from their 
traditional settings to modern-day milieus can 
yield powerful and intriguing new productions 
from which we experience the music, story, 
and characters, perhaps even our world, with a 
refreshed clarity. The University of Texas Butler 
Opera Center’s fall production of Mozart’s Cos/ 
Fan Tutte (set in the world of contemporary 
high finance) was such a bold reimagining. 
Austin Opera’s presentation of the Richard 
Strauss classic Ariadne auf Naxos is the latest. 

As first produced at the Glimmerglass 
Festival, this reimagining of Strauss and 
librettist Hugo von Hofmannsthal’s 1916 work 
swapped 18th century Vienna for a rural music 
festival in 21st century upstate New York. A 
rich man has paid for post-dinner entertain¬ 
ment for his guests: a new opera, Ariadne auf 
Naxos, the debut work of a high-strung young 
Composer (soprano Aleks Romano), and an 
Italian comedy, performed by a slovenly rock-&- 
rollin’ troupe, led by the promiscuous Zerbinetta 
(soprano Jeni Houser). The tragedians and 
comedians do not mix well, though Composer 
and Zerbinetta connect. The situation is made 
worse when, due to unexpected time con¬ 
straints, the host demands that the opera and 
comedy be performed simultaneously. Following 
the intermission, the audience is treated to 
the results of this impromptu melange. 

Kelley Rourke, who modernized the libretto, 
has discovered plenty of snappy parallels in 
her updated translation, but in re-relocating 
her relocation to a Texas dude ranch for 
Austin Opera’s version, she may have baled 
a hayfield too far. Strauss’ opera walks a fine 
line between parody and seriousness, musi¬ 
cally and conceptually, and despite its big 
heart, this production doesn’t hold the line. 

In Part One, as the various artists and their 
handlers deal with one another and the dude 


ranch hierarchy (full disclosure: Chronicle Arts 
Editor Robert Faires plays the Manager of 
the Ranch), the result is a visual cacophony 
that, although meticulously staged by Jennifer 
Williams, overwhelms. Where to look? Which 
character to follow? What to listen to? Strauss’ 
music gets buried under antic activity and 
a sense that Rourke was cramming English 
lyrics into once melodious measures. 

This does not diminish the efforts of the 
singers who, when called upon, conquer 
Strauss’ daunting musical challenges. 
Romano and the grand Alexandra LoBianco 
(the Prima Donna in Part One/Ariadne in 
Part Two) have resonant, powerful voices, 
and Houser performs vocal acrobatics sing¬ 
ing Zerbinetta’s aria of romantic adventure, 

“0, great princess!” Jonathan Burton domi¬ 
nates as the Tenor/Bacchus, and local David 
Small’s lush baritone adds gravitas to the 
Agent dealing with so many divas. 

On opening night, a longtime operagoer 
was overheard musing that he attends these 
performances for Maestro Richard Buckley, 
Austin Opera’s artistic director and principal 
conductor. Buckley certainly brings the emo¬ 
tive, charming best out of his orchestra, and 
in Part Two - unburdened by the antic distrac¬ 
tions of Part One - the music takes center 
stage. Among the evening’s most heartfelt 
moments is the Composer sitting on her 
piano bench downstage watching Buckley 
conduct the prelude to Part Two, simply lis¬ 
tening to some gorgeous music. 

Ultimately, love conquers all. As the prin¬ 
cess Ariadne and the Greek god Bacchus 
leave the island of Naxos, the Composer 
and Zerbinetta embrace, embarking on their 
own newfound love. The Prima Donna turns, 
approves, and fireworks explode in the Texas 
sky. - Robi Polgar

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“JAMES SURLS: MAN ON EDGE”

A fellow University of Houston student remembered one 
mid-1970s class with James Surls in a conversation with the 
Houston Chronicle : “We all looked up one day to find James 
Surls walking in the door with a chain saw.” Calling him a sha¬ 
man, the artist recalled Surls transforming a fallen tree into a 
snarling dog. Precisely this clever energy is wrought in Surls’ 


prints, an enigmatic rupture and a spiritual construction, a 
collection of which are on display at Flatbed Press. 

Best known for his sculptures, creations that look like they 
sprang from the ground of some alternative universe’s Texas, 
familiar themes and motifs take on a new essence when 
shifted from three dimensions to two. In his prints, Surls is 
still preoccupied with the cosmic and fantastic figures, and 
the actual process of relief printing is not far removed from 
the sculptures Surls makes. Both are a careful extraction of 
an image from a chunk of material, but without the wood and 


steel that anchor the sculptures in some way to 
this world, the prints feel more alien. 

The iconography is otherworldly, but more than 
that, the prints are often the portal themselves 
to the other worlds. They frequently show a terrify¬ 
ing cosmic disturbance, a fissure between worlds, 
plunging from or into a vortex. This point of momen¬ 
tum suits the nature of images, thrusting rapturous 
visions into our awareness or else sucking them 
away, but it also serves as a point of balance for 
the repetitive symbols that fill Surls’ prints. The 
works seem to depict life, but not in any familiar 
form. Many remind me of Old Testament cherubim, 
which is to say absolutely terrifying portals of divine 
energy with no clear face or multiple faces, hands 
tucked here and there, beings completely covered 
in eyes (turn with me to Ezekiel 10). 

Early relief prints are deceptively simplistic in their 
shape. Flower and Again in Crystal Clear, two of the 
earliest pieces on display, are both linoleum reliefs 
from 1988. They are similar in their portrayals of 
repetitive shapes circling a central point: dotted 
petals in the former, thornlike barbs in the latter. 
Though less intricate in their design than some 
of the later pieces, these early prints show a deft 
handling of the medium, all clean transfers and crisp 
lines, and the roots of a persistent visual vocabulary. 

It’s not often that an ongoing career is so expansive and 
treasured as to offer what Through It All does. A woodcut print 
that takes up an entire wall, the relief was carved in 1988 
and the print on display was pressed in 2010. The result¬ 
ing image, a black field infested with white eyes and blades 
circling a drain in the middle, is bold and mesmerizing. It is 
emblematic of the show at Flatbed and Surls’ career more 
broadly, an impressive bridge between some of his most for¬ 
mative years in Splendora, Texas, just north of Houston, and 
those in his current home in Colorado. - Melany Jean

O. Henry’s Bridge spans an idyllic bend in the San Antonio River in 

the historic King William District. To the north the Tower Life Building four 
miles away in downtown San Antonio peeks above the tree-lined horizon 
like a green-capped rocket. Downstream the towers of Pioneer Flour Mills 
reflect off the river. 

The 138-foot-long iron truss bridge was the first non-wood crossing at 
Commerce Street, a few blocks from the Alamo. It served from 1880 until 
it was replaced by a four-lane concrete bridge and moved in 1914. It got 
its name because 0. Henry, aka William Sydney Porter, mentioned it in 
several stories set in San Antonio, most notably “A Fog in Santone.” 

This bridge may have more literary connections than any other bridge in 
Texas. Poet Sidney Lanier and Frederick Law Olmsted, author and design¬ 
er of New York City’s Central Park, might have paused at the railings to 
contemplate the river. Author Stephen Crane may have leapt over the 
same railings to save a drowning child. 

At the time the “literary bridge” was built, iron truss bridges were a mar¬ 
vel of engineering. Relatively inexpensive to build, the design could with¬ 
stand the heaviest loads of the day. Plenty wide for a single horse-drawn 
carriage, the 11-foot-wide span would remove the side mirrors of a mod¬ 
ern sedan. The boxy bridge was retired to serve as a pedestrian crossing. 

0. Henry’s Bridge is on Johnson Street between South Main Avenue 
and King William Street, on the south side of downtown San Antonio in 
the King William neighborhood, not far from the Guenther House restau¬ 
rant and store at Pioneer Flour Mills and Blue Star Complex.

NOTHING EMBODIES NIGERIAN FOOD 
QUITE LIKE JOLLOF RICE 


Tropical Restaurant is about the journey, 
not just the destination. Although there’s a 
bright orange banner outside crammed with 
glossy photos of Nigerian specialties, the 
door to the dining area is always locked, 
despite the flaked gold letter sign proclaiming 
that it must be open during business hours. 
Entering the grocery store beside the restau¬ 
rant, you have to scoot past the counter 
through a narrow passageway lined with 
Nigerian foodstuffs like smoked peanuts and 
elaborate bottles of red palm oil, dodging tee¬ 
tering stacks of bulk grains and 
rices. At the end of the restau¬ 
rant, duck through the heavy 
blue blanket hung over the 
doorway and you’ll have 
reached your destination - a 
low-ceilinged room lined with 
televisions blaring Nigerian 
news and soccer, and animal holograms dec¬ 
orating the walls. Men sit alone or in groups, 
drinking Malta (a popular malt-based Nigerian 
soda) and watching the game. They’ll nod 
when you come in, and occasionally one of 
them might wander over to offer you a bottle 
of Coke or their extra napkins. Sit in the 
booth with the eagle - it has the best view of 


the TV playing Nigerian sitcoms and public 
access commercials. Settle in. Enjoy the 
antics of Professor Johnbull. You might be 
waiting awhile. 

The waitress, when she eventually wanders 
over, might be on the phone, taking orders for 
pickup, or yelling at someone. She might 
leave halfway through your sentence on some 
mysterious errand, or begin a conversation 
with another customer across the room. You 
almost certainly will not get exactly what you 
order, although whatever you get will be good. 

The experience of eating at 
Tropical Restaurant is like going 
home for dinner after you’ve 
come home with a failing report 
card. The woman who runs the 
place is brusquely maternal, 
snatching a fork and knife from 
my hand to show me the proper 
way to cut up my stewed goat, opening my 
bottled water (they don’t have tap) for me 
when I struggled with the seal, bringing over 
stacks and stacks of paper towels and cluck¬ 
ing her tongue at me as I made a mess of 
myself scooping up pounded yam. 

And you have to get the pounded yam. 

Odds are that when you order it, the waitress

will drop it off without comment, the glossy 
warm ball of yam dough wrapped tight in plas¬ 
tic wrap, served alongside whatever dish you 
order and a plastic bowl of water. Use the 
water like a finger bowl to clean your hands, 
then pull off a warm little lump of yam. It will 
break off from the ball with the pleasing tacki¬ 
ness of Play-Doh, soft and sticky with just a 
little bouncy give. The taste is earthy and 
neutral, almost like unseasoned mashed 
potatoes (or library paste), satisfyingly sticky 
as you mold it between your fingers and use 
it to scoop up whatever accompaniments they 
bring you. Try it with vegetables, a tangle of 
braised water spinach and salt fish, or egusi, 
a fluffy melon seed amalgam with the texture 
and appearance of scrambled tofu. Mixed in 
with bony chunks of smoked stockfish, the 
taste is reminiscent of scrambled eggs with 
lox - that same rich melting of eggy fluff soft¬ 
ening the smoked oil intensity of the fish. 


You’ll need some of that tongue-numbing 
yam blandness if you order the pepper soup. 
When I contemplated trying it, Nike, the 
Nigerian friend I was eating lunch with, shot 
me a suspicious look and asked me if I was 
sure I could handle the spice. The version 
served here isn’t particularly deadly on first 
bite, but it’s very rich. The fattiness of bone 
broth, studded with so many chunks of slow- 
cooked beef, bone, cartilage, and meat alike, 
makes it look more like a stew. As soon as 
the protective coating of fat melts off your 
tongue, an intense back-of-your-throat after¬ 
burn kicks in, making your eyes water and 
sinuses clear. I’d go back for more if we have 
another unseasonably wintry day, because 
it’s the perfect meal for cold season. 

If you only try one thing at Tropical 
Restaurant, it has to be the jollof rice. In her 
poem, “the not quite love,” Nigerian poet Yrsa 
Daley-Ward describes mistakenly believing

she’s in love with a man because he “can 
almost make jollof rice.” After trying the ver¬ 
sion served here, I understand the attraction. 
The rice - smoky and coated with an intense 
tomato reduction - is served in an enormous, 
oil-slicked pile, and what tastes like some 
kind of rendered fat, with big chunks of cara¬ 
melized onions adding a soft sweetness. My 
favorite iteration was topped with slow- 
cooked goat, big chunks of fatty, gamy meat, 
whose thick layer of skin and fat kept the 
muscle tissue incredibly moist. The chicken 
leg version is less saucy, cooked until the 
dark meat caramelizes all the way through, 
giving it an intensely savory flavor, along with 
almost jerky-like chaw that made for a 
strangely compelling contrast to the rice. 

I wasn’t quite sure what to expect when we 
ordered moi moi, which the waitress explained 
to us by asking, “You know beans?” and 
throwing up her hands, and saying “So?” when 
we answered in the affirmative, as if that 
answered all our questions. This classic dish, 
de rigueur at all Nigerian weddings and family 
gatherings, makes the perfect accompaniment 
for jollof rice. The pounded beans take on a 
springy softness, with a texture something 
like a tamale or a soft slab of baked polenta, 
studded with chunks of vegetables, smoked 
fish, and laterally sliced hard boiled eggs. 

When we got up to pay, bellies and metal 
takeout boxes full, my friend pointed out that 
the word “hooray” was spelled out in paper 
letters hanging from the ceiling. “That’s 
exactly how I feel about jollof rice,” I said.

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Gut Reaction 

It takes a village to eat safely with food allergies

We were picking up a late dinner at Little 
Deli in Crestview on a Friday night, and just 
as I was about to pay for our salads and 
pizza, my daughter requested a chocolate 
chip cookie from the display next to the 
cash register. “Does it have any tree nuts?” 
I asked the cashier. 

“Is it an allergy?” the cashier asked. 
“Because they have been in there next to 
the other cookies.” She gestured to the pea¬ 
nut butter cookies and chocolate walnut 
cookies in the display. I was taken aback, 
not because of the way the cookies were 
stored, but because the cashier thought to 
ask about the potential risks to my daugh¬ 
ter, who does indeed have a tree nut allergy. 
I added a little extra to the tip line on the 
credit slip that night out of appreciation for 
that stranger’s consideration. 

According to Food Allergy Research and 
Education (FARE), there are as many as 15 
million people in the United States with 
food allergies; an estimated 5.9 million of 
those people are children. That means that 
1 in 13 kids has a life-threatening allergy to 
something as mundane as a chocolate chip 
cookie or a peanut butter sandwich. 

According to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, food allergies are 
on the rise, increasing by 50% from 1997 to 
2011. The eight biggest culprits are milk, 
eggs, peanuts, shellfish, tree nuts, wheat, 
soy, and fish. Adverse reactions to these 
foods range from tingling in the mouth to 
hives to anaphylaxis, a dangerous narrow¬ 
ing of the airways that could lead to death. 
There are lots of theories about why so 
many more people are allergic to so many 
foods. Some researchers posit a “hygiene 
hypothesis” that Western culture is, basi¬ 


cally, too clean and that a lack of early expo¬ 
sure to germs and dirt suppresses the 
immune system and increases one’s chanc¬ 
es of developing allergies and asthma. 
Another theory suggests that overreliance 
on antibiotics and antacids can alter the gut 
biome, triggering potential allergic reac¬ 
tions. Within the field of epigenetics, 
researchers are looking at how gene expres¬ 
sion informs people’s food intolerances. 
Whatever the causes, though, food allergies 
mean that without constant vigilance, the 
next meal could be one’s last. 

For some folks, though, food allergies are 
only a farce, or just another example of 
unfounded sensitivity from the same peo¬ 
ple obsessed with trigger warnings, femi¬ 
nism, and global climate change. At a 2016 
campaign stump speech, Texas Senator Ted 
Cruz said, “The last thing any commander 
should need to worry about is the grades he 
is getting from some plush-bottomed 
Pentagon bureaucrat for political correct¬ 
ness or social experiments - or providing 
gluten-free MREs,” rhetorically equating 
political correctness and unfitness to serve 
in the military with celiac disease or other 
conditions necessitating gluten avoidance. 

Similarly, a recent Party City ad hooked 
to the Super Bowl stoked outrage when it 
referred to people who eat gluten-free as 
“gross.” The party supply company yanked 
the ad and apologized. A mom friend told 
me about an incident in which, when try¬ 
ing to ascertain whether the chicken strips 
at a dine-in movie theatre were cooked in 
oil that was safe for her child to eat, she 
overheard a staff member snark, “If you 
have so many food allergies, why don’t you 
just stay home?”

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But even though the stakes for sufferers 
are real - and often life or death - people 
shouldn’t be afraid to leave their houses for 
fear of accidentally eating a peanut or 
being ostracized. Food allergies are a stasis 
point when it comes to civility and kind¬ 
ness in our society, which presents an 
opportunity for those in the hospitality 
industry to add texture and nuance to the 
term that defines their field. 

When her son started 
kindergarten, Darcy 
Hamre made it her mis¬ 
sion to educate the 
school community about 
her son’s life-threatening 
peanut and tree nut 
allergy. In addition to 
working with the teach¬ 
ers and staff at the school 
and drawing up a sheet 
for substitute teachers 
explicitly identifying her 
son and the signs of ana¬ 
phylaxis, she reached out to the families in 
his class. 

“I wrote a letter that went home with the 
parents explaining that there was a kid with 
nut allergies and this is a chance to teach 
your kid about empathy and compassion and 
what it means to be part of a community and 
take care of each other,” she says. Avoiding 
contamination and accidental ingestion of an 
allergen is just one concern when sending 
your allergic kid out into the world: FARE 
reports that one-third of children with food 
allergies have been bullied as a result of their 
condition. The problem is so severe that 
FARE launched a campaign to curtail food 
allergy-related bullying with the “It’s Not a 
Joke” campaign. In Hamre’s letter, families 
were asked to keep peanut butter at home, if 


at all possible, and the kids were taught that 
friendship includes keeping our friends safe 
from the things that could hurt them. (Even 
Austin ISD has slowly embraced allergen- 
friendly students; PB&J sandwiches have 
been replaced with SunButter & jelly, and 
users can filter the online menus for their 
campus according to allergens.) 

That empathy can extend itself into menu 
accommodations at restaurants, which can 
be full of land mines 
for the allergic diner. 
Monica Riese, a former 
Chronicle staffer who 
was diagnosed with a 
shellfish allergy last 
year, recounts a recent 
visit to Uchi, where she 
encountered subtle-yet- 
generous lagniappe in 
the form of allergy 
accommodations. “When 
the waiter mentioned 
something to do with 
crab, I said ‘Ah, no crab.’ He then asked if I 
was allergic to shellfish. I didn’t even have 
to volunteer it; he took the initiative to ask 
after I ruled out the dish he’d suggested.” 

Says Kaz Edwards, concept chef for Hai 
Hospitality, “We understand that it can be 
very difficult for someone with an allergy, 
mild or extreme, to go out and eat. ... We 
will do everything in our power to accom¬ 
modate a person with allergies. From 
manipulating ingredients in dishes to work¬ 
ing with the servers to design a special 
menu, we really try and not allow the aller¬ 
gy to affect their meal. On top of that, com¬ 
munication is key, and we make sure every¬ 
one that is handling the food is aware. We 
even go so far to keep notes in our system 
about our guests’ allergies so the next time

they come in we are already thinking about 
what we can do.” 

Edwards continues, “We are in the hospi¬ 
tality industry; guests come into our home 
and we want to make them feel welcome 
and taken care of. We understand that for 
some, eating out with an allergy can be 
more than difficult, it can be frustrating and 
daunting, and a lot of people just avoid it. 
We don’t want anyone to feel that way in our 
restaurants. We want them to feel comfort¬ 
able knowing that we will take care of them 
and give them a great experience. We cook a 
family meal for our staff every day and we 
have staff members with allergies that we 
have to be considerate of. Understanding, 
empathy, and communication are key in all 
aspects of what we do - from staff to guest, 
and the community at large.” 

Vivian Ballard, who along with her hus¬ 
band owns and operates the Fairview 
Austin - the only gluten-free B&B in Texas 
- makes it her business to accommodate 
special diets. She also scouts out restau¬ 
rants in Austin that people with food sensi¬ 
tivities can safely dine at. “When it comes 
to anaphylaxis-type allergies, people will 
generally come already knowing how to ask 
those questions in restaurants, and I can 
send them to restaurants where I know you 
can have that kind of conversation where it 
gets from the server to the kitchen faith¬ 
fully and where they take it seriously.” 
Ballard compiles her findings on the 
Fairview’s website; her recommendations 


include Vinaigrette, Thai Fresh, Fonda San 
Miguel, and Vespaio. 

Over the course of researching this story, 
the same restaurant kept coming up in con¬ 
versation: Picnik. Far from just the restau¬ 
rant for paleo folks seeking their butter 
coffee fix, Picnik’s ethos is one of inclusion 
for those who have to exclude things from 
their diet. Diners can rest assured that the 
menu at Picnik is gluten-, corn-, soy-, and 
peanut-free. Symbols on the menu denote 
any item that contains some of the other 
allergens, like eggs and nightshade. 

For founder Naomi Seifter, who suffers 
from food allergies herself, communication 
is essential in dining out safely. “One of the 
things we ask our customers and that I 
would recommend is to tell your server or 
the restaurant of any allergies you have. If 
you communicate to them what your needs 
are and they care about your business, they 
will go out of their way to accommodate you.” 

It’s that emphasis on inclusion rather 
than exclusion that makes the difference 
for families who both negotiate life with 
food allergies and don’t want that allergy to 
define or circumscribe their lives. “As a food 
allergy parent, to have that reassurance 
that they don’t use tree nuts or peanuts, we 
would go back a thousand times to avoid 
that watchfulness and stress,” says Hamre. 
“I would pay the extra money for a chef to 
go out of the way to do that kind of stuff. If 
they treat us with compassion we will come 
back again and again.” ■

SXSW Film Goes to A Quiet Place 

OVER 100 FILMS AND 43 WORLD PREMIERES FILL A NOISY NINE DAYS

As SXSW Film celebrates its 25th year, the festival has 
unleashed a massive wave with the announcement of 132 
films, including a scary opening night title. John Krasinski has 
been putting The Office behind him with action fare like Tom 
Clancy's Jack Ryan, but now he launches into high-concept 
horror as star, director and co-writer of A Quiet Place. SXSW 
Director of Film Janet Pierson said, “Not only do we love its 
originality, suspense, and amazing cast, we love seeing art¬ 
ists stretch and explore.” 


Even with the Midnighters and shorts still to come, the slate 
is already packed in the 11 categories announced so far. Flere’s 
just a few of the highlights from the Fest (running March 9-18): 

Narrative Feature Competition: 10 specially curated world 
premieres, including S/VL’s Kate McKinnon in Family, and ris¬ 
ing star Flannah Marks’ feature directorial debut Shotgun.

MONTHLY FEST FOR UNDERDOGS AND UP-AND-COMERS by Richard Whittaker 


Go to enough film festival Q&As, and it’s 
the same questions. Where did the idea 
come from? How did you get cast? What did 
you shoot on? At the monthly Austin 
Spotlight Film Festival, the questions are 
more practical, like film school recommenda¬ 
tions, and funding sources. That’s because 
this festival is as much for filmmakers in the 
audience as for those screen¬ 
ing their work. Festival found¬ 
er Ali Alkhafaji said, “What I 
take away from these 
moments is that anyone can 
be a filmmaker, and that’s the 
beauty of film.” 

Alkhafaji and his team first turned on the 
Spotlight last November, filling a three-hour 
monthly event with a simple format: shorts, 
trailers, music videos, even crowdfunding 
pitches. The subject matter is as diverse as 
any festival: In the January show, there was a 
documentary about Austin’s weird homes

tour, a drama following a farmer forced to 
abandon his son, and surrealist sketch com¬ 
edy, with a woman dumped for not using 
puns. Each month, the audience selects a 
single film, and next November there will be 
the great screen-off, “which will be like the 
playoffs, so all the audience selections will 
square off,” said Alkhafaji. 

While it’s the Austin 
Spotlight Film Festival, there 
are no restrictions on where 
a film can be shot. January’s 
roster featured a heavy home 
field showing, plus entries 
from Houston, San Antonio, New York, L.A., 
and even India. But while the films may be 
international, Alkhafaji said he feels the show 
is distinctly Austin. “I’ve moved all over, and 
I’ve got to experience different pockets of 
film, and different ways that universities run 


their film program. Austin is the only one 
where I could run a monthly event like this, 
and be as successful as we have been. 
There’s something about people who come 
here that’s so warm and inviting.” 

The seed for the show was planted last 
spring, when Alkhafaji held a similar, one-off 
show at the Butterfly Bar. “I just opened it up 
to the general public and Facebook friends, 
and from there we had an overwhelming 
response, and saw a need for people in the 
Austin film community to have a platform.” 
That feeling was amplified last October, when 
he hosted the Austin Under the Stars out¬ 
door film festival. “There were people reach¬ 
ing out to me on pretty much a daily basis, 
asking when the next call for entries was, 
when’s the next event date. I didn’t really like 
the fact that I had to tell people, It’s another 
six months before we can show your project.’” 



Being monthly, he said, “I want people to 
know we’re always there.” 

Austin Spotlight is not intended as the 
antidote to the annual festivals, but to com¬ 
plement them, and provide even more, and 
more immediate, opportunities. Alkhafaji 
said, “Once you create a project, you have 
a lot of momentum and energy to really pro¬ 
mote it in the best way possible. To see that 
project, up on the big screen right after you 
finish it, is the best feeling in the world. Even 
if you don’t win anything, it’s the pride in your 
project, and knowing that it got into a festi¬ 
val, and knowing that a lot of people sat 
there and watched it with you.” ■

True Life Love 
and Death 

Annette Bening soars in the final days of 
Oscar winner Gloria Grahame

God knows women in Hollywood have 
enough trouble without pitting them against 
each other. Nevertheless, a thought experi¬ 
ment: Pick any Meryl Streep performance 
of the last decade and then imagine 
Annette Bening in the part. She’d be 
great, right? That doesn’t mean Bening 
hasn’t already been doing great work, 
harnessing her special yin-and-yang 
of flinty and vulnerable. 

She’s delivered in arthouse 
films equal to her talent 
(The Kids Are All Right, 20th 
Century Women), and others 
that are simply no match 
for her. Film Stars Don't 
Die in Liverpool falls in the 
latter camp. 

It says a lot about Bening that you can 
take away one of her signature traits and 
she still takes your breath away. Here, 
Bening re-keys her seductively husky voice

higher and breathier to play Gloria Grahame, 
the one-time Oscar winner (for 1952’s The 
Bad and the Beautiful) whose star dimmed 
as she aged and scandal tainted her career. 
That voice turns breathier yet, nearly 
spectral, as the film dramatizes the 
end of her life. 

Based on Peter Turner’s memoir 
of the same name, Film Stars Don't 
Die in Liverpool confines 
itself to the May-December 
romance of Turner - then a 
struggling actor in his late 
20s, played by Jamie Bell 
- and Grahame, in her 50s 
and working the boards in 
London theatre, quite a few 
rungs down from her starlet 
days. That limited focus will be a disappoint¬ 
ment to classic Hollywood fans. There’s such 
juicy material there, in her unforgettable 
parts playing against the likes of Humphrey 
Bogart and James Stewart, and her four mar¬ 
riages (the turbulent second marriage was to

her In a Lonely Place director Nicholas Ray, 
the fourth to his son). The script, by Matt 
Greenhalgh, only passingly references any 
of that, though director Paul McGuigan pays 
homage to the era of Grahame’s Hollywood 
heyday by using rear projection in a driving 
scene, a meta moment that intellectually 
tracks but has the side effect of puncturing 
the “reality” of the thing. The film’s stagey 
transitions to flashback feel just as self¬ 
consciously artificial. 

Given the film’s self-imposed narrow focus, 
one wishes it probed more deeply Peter and 
Gloria’s romance and its presumed complica¬ 
tions - their wealth and status imbalance, 
how her kids felt about mom’s new boyfriend, 
how Peter’s working-class parents reacted 
when he first brought home a movie star 30 
years his senior (the film skips over that first 


meeting and goes straight to Peter’s mom, 
played by Julie Walters, lovingly nursing Gloria 
in her final days). The lion’s share of the 
work then is on Bening and Bell’s shoulders 
to flesh out dramatically thin characters. That 
they do. (They’ve both earned BAFTA nomina¬ 
tions.) These are full-bodied performances, 
with Peter’s ardency and Gloria’s kittenish¬ 
ness signaled in a hungry look, a wag of 
the eyebrows. Fittingly, the film’s best scene 
needs no words. Still just neighbors, not yet 
lovers, Gloria asks Peter over to practice the 
hustle with her. The young buck throws him¬ 
self athletically into the dance, while Gloria 
shimmies, all coolness. Bell, who shot to 
fame as a child dancer in Billy Elliot, looks 
spent from the effort. Bening, fabulously 
sexy, hardly breaks a sweat.

The Insult, Lebanon’s official submission for 
the 2017 Best Foreign Language Oscar, has 
advanced to the final qualifying round of five, 
where the film is sure to emerge less bat¬ 
tered than the two antagonists at the heart of 
its story. Director Ziad Doueiri has shaped an 
instructive scenario in which a petty, street- 
level argument escalates into insults and 
physical aggression, and then grows into a 
courtroom drama midway through as the case 
grips the nation and incites all-out violence. 
Like much of what takes place in the partisan 
clashes in the Middle East today, the details 
often appear fuzzy to Western outsiders. Even 
though some shadings and nuances may fall 
flat on these shores, The Insult follows a pro¬ 
grammatic routine. Every barb is countered in 
kind, and the lesson about how little offenses 
can lead to major consequences is the kind 
of stuff used to quell schoolyard skirmishes. 
Civil war, however, rarely kneels to pragmatic 
morality, finding its flame stoked by ancient 
grievances and generations of hostility. All this 
is acknowledged in The Insult, but mere under¬ 
standing is not enough to move the goal line. 

Tony (Karam) is a Lebanese Christian in 
Beirut, whose balcony drainpipe protrudes 


illegally into the street. Yasser (El Basha) is 
a Palestinian refugee who’s been assigned to 
work in Tony’s Beirut neighborhood fixing minor 
code violations. Yasser begins repairing the 
drain spout but Tony demolishes his work with 
a hammer. Yasser replies with an expletive, so 
Tony visits Yasser’s boss to demand an apol¬ 
ogy. An attempt at rapprochement brokered 
by the boss ends in Tony uttering an ethnic 
insult and Yasser punching him in response 
and breaking a few ribs. Subsequently, they 
take their grievances to court where the case 
is thrown out when neither man can prove 
his argument. The case, however, advances 
to a higher court and this time Tony hires 
the Christian establishment’s most promi¬ 
nent prosecutor (Salameh), while Yasser is 
represented by a young defense lawyer for 
refugees (Abboud). Past histories and religious 
beliefs are dredged up for a nation’s delecta¬ 
tion, while the individuals and their spouses 
become pawns in a bigger national debate. 

The first two features made by Western- 
trained Doueiri were the adolescent romance 
West Beirut and the coming-of-age story Lila 
Says. With his third film, The Attack, the 
filmmaker (and his regular co-screenwriter 
Joelle Touma) ventured into more compli¬ 
cated dramatic territory with a story about 
a doctor whose wife, unbeknownst to him, 
is a terrorist. In reviewing that film, I noted 


that “answers prove more elusive than ques¬ 
tions.” The Insult brings forth a similar reac¬ 
tion from me. The film allows its participants 
to find individual solutions but provides few 
state resolutions or conclusions. Like most 
conflicts in the Middle East, the parties’ 
intransigence is palpable and the countries’ 
court dockets are backed up with several mil¬ 
lennia of affronts. The Insult shows how per¬ 
sonal resolutions may be the only recourse 
and pathway to personal peace.

Contrary to the lazy trope, found footage 
horror is not dead. While it’s the perfect 
entry point for low-budget filmmakers, it’s 
also a very particular format, one that if used 
well ( Trollhunter, The Bay) can justify a real 
budget. When it’s used in a horror movie so 
bloodless and unoriginal that a character 
actually says the line, “This looks straight 
out of a horror movie,” then don’t blame the 
found footage. Blame everything else. 

In this turgid mockumentary, smug docu- 
mentarian Mike (Nicholas), and his sound 
engineer Carrie (Jordan Hinson) have been 
saddled with inept new cameraman Benny 
(Hunter Gomez), as the three have been

invited to be the first people to interview a 
vampire family. Venture capitalist and head 
bloodsucker Andrew (late character actor 
Heard in his final role) has allowed them 
into his home to explain that all vamps are 
is regular people who suffer from a form of 
porphyria that also happens to make them 
immortal. His haughty wife Elleanor (Bianco) 
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is most worried about keeping the less-than- 
stable Selvin (Chad Todhunter) from chewing 
on the guests, and only their other “son” 
Blake (Keegan, a gleeful spurt of exuberance 
in these anemic adventures) adores the new¬ 
found fame, as now that he can tell everyone 
what they do in the shadows ... oh. 

Taika Waititi’s glorious spoof casts a long¬ 
fingered shadow over what would be a fresh 
concept a decade ago, but that’s the least of 
the problems here. Foremost of these is that 
Living Among Us ticks off every convention of 
the found footage format, and does so with low- 
level tedium. The first eight minutes’ info dump, 
in order: 1) TV reports of the vampire plague; 

2) a name-drop introduction of each human 
character; and 3) a run-through of the equip¬ 
ment they’re using (including the secret hidden 
cameras that will inevitably become essential 
by the third act). Every twist is heavily tele¬ 
graphed, and the only time the action ramps up 
is when Selvin and Blake take the team on a 
late-night raid. It’s Near Dark’s roadhouse mas¬ 
sacre with shades of Henry: Portrait of a Serial 
Killer, and a much more interesting story than 
the attempts by their blood cult elders (led by 
Sadler, still probably best known as Death from 
Bill and Ted’s Bogus Journey) to demystify them. 
Subpar special effects and a by-the-numbers 
final act “Yakety Sax” chase send this sad 
mess back to a mercifully early grave.

There’s a reason why Afghanistan is called the grave¬ 
yard of empires - a phrase repeated throughout 12 Strong, 
a depiction of one of the first and most unequivocal 
victories of the U.S. war against al Qaeda, as U.S. Special 
Forces and Afghan horse troops took on a Taliban army. 
This seems ideal fodder for a “God, guns, and the Star- 
Spangled Banner” take on the story, but director Fuglsig 
takes what could have been a flag-waving slog across 
Afghanistan, interspersed with massive explosions, and 
inserts the near-impossibility of a long-term, clear-cut 
victory. That dichotomy is personified with easy, furrowed- 
browed charm by Hemsworth as team leader Mitch Nelson, 
but the greatest nuance comes from Negahban as Dostum, 
the warrior who has been fighting for Afghanistan for four 
decades, even if the sides are far more fluid than would be 
comfortable for Western observers.

It’s an uncanny physical transformation, as if a 
holograph from 1940 were beamed to the present day to 
perform the role. But is Oldman’s compulsively meticulous 
turn here anything more than a brilliant impersonation?

Like so 
many overplotted crime caper films today, Den of Thieves 
is preoccupied with elaborate machinations so improbable 
that it’s exhausting to follow. The actors appear indistin¬ 
guishable from one another, with the exception of Butler, 
who looks like a molting lounge lizard in a performance 
that’s irredeemably hammy.

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ROOSTER TEETH’S NEW COSPLAY DOCUMENTARY, 
BECOMING JESSICA NIGRI 


There’s an element of obsession in 
cosplay - the art of dressing like a fic¬ 
tional character. It’s not just in the love of 
a character, but in the ends to which the 
cosplayer will go to make the costume feel 
real. Superstar builder and wearer Jessica 
Nigri said, “I was looking at cutting stones 
and learning how to polish them for a 
Skyrim costume - actually picking a stone, 
polishing it and cutting it and shaping it - 
but I was like, ‘Why don’t I just get a resin 
gem and paint the back? Why am I going 
so extra with this?”’ 

That commitment to the craft is why 
she’s the subject of Becoming Jessica 
Nigri. Directed by Austin-based, two-time 
Independent Lens filmmaker Mat Hames, 


it’s the latest in online entertainment levia¬ 
than Rooster Teeth’s growing documentary 
library. Nigri admits to growing up on the stu¬ 
dio’s content, and even provides the voice of 
villainess Cinder Fall for their animated series 
RWBY. When it came to the documentary, 
“They approached me and said, ‘We really 
want to help tell your story, and show people 
what you do.”' 

If it wasn’t Rooster Teeth, she probably would 
have said no, not least because of her experi¬ 
ence with SyFy’s Heroes of Cosplay series. Even 
though she was not on the show, the producers 
depicted a toxic rivalry between Nigri and fel¬ 
low celebrity cosplayer Yaya Han. That choice 
left Nigri baffled. “We’re the best of friends,” 
she said. “How did this happen? People would 


come up and say, ‘Oh, you hate Yaya.’ No, 
she’s amazing. She’s my gem.” By com¬ 
parison, Nigri said, the Rooster Teeth doc 
“is more real. This is them going, ‘We just 
want to show you.’ I was like, ‘But what if 
I’m really being boring behind the scenes?’ 
‘That’s fine. That’s you.’” 

Aside from mapping Nigri’s growth, from 
playing dress-up with her family in New 
Zealand to becoming a cosplay circuit 
constant with millions of social media fol¬ 
lowers, Becoming Jessica Nigri charts the 
trials and tribulations of one of her big¬ 
gest builds: Elune, goddess of the Night 
Elves from Blizzard Entertainment’s World 
ofWarcraft. With a plan to unveil the cos¬ 
tume at the massive BlizzCon 2017 gam¬ 
ing convention, the pages of the calendar 
fall away, and put her design at risk. 

Yet the idea of a build failing is, in many 
ways, inherent to the art. After all, so many 
costumes are based on designs that only 
exist on the printed pages or a screen, 
and the cosplayer is often the first artisan 
to ever give it three-dimensional life. For 
Nigri, that challenge of learning to craft the 
impossible in multiple materials - plastics, 
resins, foam, rubber, cloth, glue - is an 
alluring quest in its own right. “At first, you 
look at cosplay, and it’s incredibly daunting. 
You look at it and go, ‘There’s no way I can 
do this stuff.’ You purposefully put yourself 
in the position of, ‘I’m going to start with 
something small, I’m going to give it a go, 
and then I’ll work my way up.’ The more 
that you learn, the more ambitious you get, 
the more confident you get, and the more 
you keep pushing yourself.”

The 
giggles-and-grins vibe of The Disaster Artist reinforces the 
perception that Franco is merely dabbling in movies as a 
lark. Don’t get me wrong - this film is a pleasurable expe¬ 
rience, but it’s a frustrating one as well.

Christopher Nolan, who can seemingly do no 
wrong when it comes to large-scale mayhem paired with 
smaller scenes and subplots rife with storm-cloud emo¬ 
tions, tackles one of World War M’s legendary retreats. In 
late May of 1940, Hitler’s army and Luftwaffe blitzkrieged 
their way across Belgium and France, leaving some 
350,000 Allied troops trapped on the beach at Dunkirk, 
France. In a genuinely patriotic move, a civilian armada of 
pleasure craft and fishing boats sailed off into the rough 
seas to save as many of their own as they could. Nolan 
maintains gut-wrenching suspense throughout by cross¬ 
cutting between the various characters and their plights. 

I’d go so far to say that Dunkirk could easily serve as its 


own master class in the art of film editing. Add to that an 
absolutely terrifyingly discordant score from Hans Zimmer 
and the result is, well, a bona fide classic.

Every effort should be made to catch Three Billboards 
Outside Ebbing, Missouri, if for no other reason than its 
towering performance by Frances McDormand and the 
film’s uncompromising tone that is so uncannily of-the- 
moment that it pierces society’s gauzy moral fabric. Three 
Billboards’ range spans between anguish and comedy in 
ways that can seem both dizzyingly daring and narratively 
pat, but never is the film dull or unthinking. McDormand 
plays Mildred, the heartbroken mother of a teenage girl 
whose rape and murder months earlier has yet to be 
solved. In her grief, she decides on a plan to shame the 
small-town police chief (Harrelson) into action. Her plan 
upsets the community; disturbs her son Robbie (Hedges), 
who has tried to remain comfortably numb in the wake 
of his sister’s death; and embarrasses her ex-husband 
(Hawkes), who, annoyingly, has taken up with a 19-year- 
old know-nothing (Weaving). However commanding and 
absorbing Three Billboards may be, the film is diminished 
by its neatness and unconvincing resolutions to the many 
dilemmas it puts into play. The story’s wealth of characters 
manages to keep things interesting but also draw atten¬ 
tion away from the film’s central pursuits. Nevertheless, 
Three Billboards is a momentous achievement, present¬ 
ing us with a remarkable female character and topical 
plot about the conspiracy of silence that pervades our 
culture. Those who do not participate with this film risk, 
as Mildred might say, culpability in our greater sins.

An Itch for Niche 


There’s an innate curiosity inside us we probably don’t feed enough. 

Comfort of habit and repetition bamboozles our brains into forgetting 
that variety and exploration make us feel alive. 

So it goes for our musical experiences, too. Staying in one lane is 
so damn easy: the same venues, same format, same scenes, same 
sounds. The error in that extends beyond boredom. It leads to a lim¬ 
ited contextualization of Austin music. 

With our colony expanding into a metropolis, what’s occurring on the 
fringes - beyond the Red River clubs, honky-tonks, institutional concert 
spaces - has never been more galvanizing. I spent four consecutive 
days scratching an itch for niche in nontraditional venues listening to music outside of my strike zone. 
The ensuing lesson, as always: There’s more out there than meets the eye.

SATURDAY: MICROSESSIONS 

Microsessions gets billed as “speed dat¬ 
ing for live music,” but unlike said mating 
ritual you’re not trapped in a terrifying rota¬ 
tion of desperate, horny, sad people wearing 
nametags. The difference, of course, is musi¬ 
cians don’t wear nametags. 

Kidding. The Microsessions model is actu¬ 
ally fun as hell: Audiences get divided into 
four groups that rotate through four listen¬ 
ing rooms where four artists play 15-minute 
sets - followed by a choose-your-own encore. 
Last Saturday’s edition at Mosaic Sound 
Collective on the Eastside tallied 170 
attendees, the monthly event’s biggest night 
since founding in 2016. 

The unusual format prompted Wiretree 
frontman Kevin Peroni to treat stage banter 
like a job interview: “We play all the normal 
places: Stubb’s, Mohawk, Lamberts.” Still, 
the brilliance of Microsessions is that you 
can tolerate a band that bores you for 15 
minutes, yet it’s also long enough for them 


SUNDAY: SOUNDSPACE 

The sound of bone on metal welcomed 
me into the Blanton Museum of Art atrium 
where first-world spectators surrounded a 
Balinese music ensemble, adorned in blue 
robes and headwear, playing an ancient war 
dance. From which far-flung exotic locale 
does the Gamelan Lipi Awan band, ham¬ 
mering entrancing patterns on tuned metal 
bars, hail? San Marcos - go figure. 

Upstairs, a sound collage of disembodied 
voices overlaid the island chimes on the first 
floor. Artist-in-residence Sarah Mendelsohn 
wired the museum security staff’s microphones 
into a mixer, adding sonic filters, then rebroad¬ 
casting their narrations over loudspeakers. 

“I feel comfortable here,” disclosed one guard. 

A mournful trumpet blew in the distance, 


to win you over as Matthew Payne, aka The 
River Has Many Voices, did with his sand¬ 
paper voice and Nebraska-e sque songwriting. 

Americana charmer Grace Pettis proved a 
fan favorite, garnering an overflowing bonus¬ 
time crowd. “Playback,” meanwhile, stayed 
for a second set from Christina Cavazos, a 
serious songwriter at only 17, whose warm 
vocals, dense lyrics, and confident vulnerabil¬ 
ity position her in the class of Julien Baker. 



MONDAY: ME MER MO MONDAY 


“I hope you like what’s on my mind,” 
declared Andrew Noble. 

He’d entered the Volstead with his violin, 
mandolin, effects pedals, and no plan. The 
one-man orchestra then layered echoey, pitch- 
shifted mando loops and soaring strings that 
teleported his audience out of their church 
pews and cocktail tables into a pastoral 
place in his creative consciousness. 

Such aggressive experimentalism hall¬ 
marks Me Mer Mo Monday, a two-year-run- 
ning residency. Organized by Melissa Seely 
and sponsored by Self Sabotage Records, 
M4 showcases free jazz, harsh noise, elec¬ 
tronic, ambient, outsider, and experimental 
music. For sophisticates preferring to witness 
artists walking the tightrope with no net, 
here’s your circus. 


The night’s most thrilling set came 
from experimental percussion fixture Lisa 
Cameron (ST 37), singer-songwriter Adam 
Ostrar (ex-Manishevitz), and double bass 
phenom Ingebrigt Haker Flaten. Seventy 
listeners flooded the tiny room for the tal¬ 
ented triad, which enraptured them for a 
45-minute sonic odyssey that found Cameron 
plucking, bowing, and remixing a ghostly vari¬ 
ation of a gutbucket as Ostrar stun-gunned 
guitar strings with an electromagnet, and 
Haker Flaten bent space and time with long 
explorative solos that snapped back in heavy 
jazz walks. When the final note faded, the 
audience remained hushed until an involun¬ 
tary response broke the silence. 

“Damn!” 

Then everyone roared. 


so I followed the sound to find Austin 
jazzman Jeff Lofton emoting amongst art 
inspired by America’s uncivil rights. Above 
him, a neon sign spelled “We belong here.” 

The Blanton’s triannual SoundSpace 
series integrates music with art in a manner 
both harmonious and shocking. A body, taped 
up in plastic sheeting, writhed around the 
floor before hatching to reveal Nigerian art¬ 
ist Akirash, who led onlookers in a spirited 
chant. Nearby, guitarist Adrian Quesada and 
collaborators presented “Concrete Jungle,” a 
composition inspired by surrounding Latin art. 

“As I learned how progressive many of the 
Latin countries are, it became a prog rock 
song,” he smiled. 


TUESDAY: DONUT MUSIK 

While masochists sat grinding their teeth 
to 45’s State of the Union address, a hap¬ 
pier congress gathered in the back of the 
Townsend to delight in Donut Musik. The 
natural question now: Is that a genre or a 
band? Both, in fact, given that the trio’s ultra- 
quirky sound can only be described with baf¬ 
fling comparisons like Harry Nilsson beach 
prog or children’s music for adults. 

Approaching songwriting with all the inge¬ 
nuity of a homemade spaceship, virtuosic 
vocalist Alice Spencer (Shinyribs, the 
Barkers) alternates between resonator uku¬ 
lele and piano, often tossing in whistling or 
vocalized trombone solos over the slippery 
fretless bass of Brian Beattie (Glass Eye). 
Meanwhile, longtime Robert Palmer drum¬ 
mer Dony Wynn redefined the entertainment 
value of percussion with a cleverly employed 
arsenal of rattles, mallets, and shakers. 



The project, which debuted last summer 
and maintains a kinda-sorta-weekly Tuesday 
residency at the Congress Avenue lounge, 
has an album arriving soon, which seems 
superfluous because all the songs are 
already stuck in my head. Paramount among 
them is the #MeToo movement anthem 
“Liberated Man,” which showcases Spencer’s 
biting commentary while still having fun. 

Donut Musik returns to the Townsend Feb. 20.

Trill Pedagogy 

Rap trio Third Root school the Austin Music Awards!

“We have a responsibility, first and foremost 
as people of color, to talk about things affect¬ 
ing us directly and our community,” explains 
DJ Chicken George (DJCG). “It’s real, it’s hon¬ 
est, and for some people, it’s either-or. Either 
people like it, or they don’t. And we’re not 
making music to appease anyone. 

“We’re here to speak the truth.” 

George (ne Jeff Henry) is one-third of 
Third Root, an ultra-enlightened hip-hop trio 
also fielding MC/poet/teacher Charles Peters 
(Easy Lee) and Marco Cervantes (MexStep), 
a rapper/doctorate holder/associate professor 
at UT-San Antonio. Their moniker derives 
from the overlap in Afro-Latin cultures, spe¬ 
cifically colonial influences that include the 
Atlantic slave trade which brought 200,000 
Africans to New Spain, now Mexico. The trio 
acknowledges both imperialist sins and their 
consequences, celebrating a resultant fusion 
in rhyming beats. 

The truth DJCG speaks of can be found 
on Third Root’s third and latest album, 
2017’s Libertad, a study in dissonant flows, 
unabashed consciousness, and jazz-funk 
revivalism from distinguished producer 
Adrian Quesada. The rappers, along with a 
host of like-minded conspirators, breathe 
holy fire into Quesada’s bottom-heavy live 
kinetics. Increasingly rare is any such proj¬ 
ect where the MCs don’t sound like they’re 
only listening to rap music. 

Libertad thus spins two origin stories. 

Known for his work (and sometimes 
membership) with Grupo Fantasma, Brow¬ 
nout, Echocentrics, and Ocote Soul Sounds, 
Quesada goes way back with Austin hip- 
hop, working with Bavu Blakes on seminal 
2002 locality Create & Hustle. The Laredo 
native and guitarist was tabbed by Third 
Root to track one song at his local studio 
Level One Sound, the energetic “Soul 


Force,” initially conceptualized as a 7-inch 
featuring Da’Shade Moonbeam, Riders 
Against the Storm, Vocab, and Blakes. 
Composed by an unnamed European pro¬ 
ducer, the tune boasted “great” base pro¬ 
duction, recalls the session engineer. 

“Then I pulled a sneaky little move: I 
remixed it,” admits Quesada. “Everyone was 
into that version, and that became the defin¬ 
itive version. Then, before you know it, it led 
to another beat, and another one, and then 
another one, and then we made an album.” 

He says the first few tracks were com¬ 
pleted similarly. Utilize the original track as 
a demo for vocal and cadence tracking, then 
create new music retrofitting the lyrics. 
What emerged played bigger than the parts. 

“I think what you hear on Libertad is 
MCs who became brothers,” asserts Peters, 
“just from all of the shows we do, sleeping at 
each other’s houses, all of the studio time, 
the conference calls. You become family. 


“When I go back and listen to our first 
project,” he continues, “we did some good 
work, but I feel like I was still in my world 
and MexStep was in his world. Now, when 
I’m writing, I can hear his voice. When he’s 
writing, he can hear my voice.” 

Moreover, Libertad represents cohesion of 
message, and there are many. Aside from its 
immediate and evident themes of sociopoliti¬ 
cal resistance, racism, and xenophobia, Peters 
coins a curious phrase found in the LP’s lead 
track, the booming “Third Root Radio.” 

“Groovy motivators, black educator. Trill 

pedagogy, meant to hit you now and later ” 

As educators of color, Peters and Cervan¬ 
tes view scholarship - and rap music, as a 
medium - as intrinsically political. They 
reject informational neutrality with the insis¬ 
tence that the sheer act of educating, both in 
the classroom and within hip-hop, are analo¬ 
gous to participatory democracy and social 


justice at its highest order. In this sense and 
essential to understanding where the group 
exists creatively, Third Root exists more as 
author and curator of a book than merely an 
act doing a straightforward rap album. 

One of the album’s grandest features is 
the manifestation of “trill pedagogy” through 
the mouths of guests. Extraordinary in and 
of themselves, the trio are generous in pro¬ 
viding space for other voices. Bavu Blakes, 
himself an educator, harks back to a prime 
Gil Scott-Heron via the progressive polem¬ 
ics of “The Revolution Won’t Go Viral.” 

“The revolution won’t sit right with the 

crowd or sync right with the cloud. ” 

The sharpest, most succinct words on 
Libertad belong to two brilliant women, poet 
Amalia Ortiz and activist Queen YoNasDa 
Hill, who rap over Quesada’s Afrobeat scat¬ 
ter on prophetic track “Bullets for the 
Truth.” In a recorded radio spot, YoNasDa 
relays her studies in sociopolitical move¬ 
ments into an ability to better locate the 
enemy next to her, displaying worn-in cour¬ 
age by proclaiming she “can’t be bought, 
and I cannot be sold.” Third Root would like 
their message to become a pathway for fur¬ 
ther unification of groups that haven’t 
always appreciated each other’s positions. 

“If we can appreciate each other, then we 
can push forward and push the conversa¬ 
tion forward, and that’s what Third Root’s 
real litmus test is gonna be,” says Peters. 
“Are [people] gonna be able to look back 
and say, ‘Man, Third Root’s music made the 
Black and Mexican community appreciate 
each other’s cultures and contributions a 
little bit more’? 

“If that happens, that’s better than any 
Grammy.” ■ 

Third Root contributes a featured musical set 
during the 2017/18 Austin Music Awards, Wed., 
Feb. 28, at ACL Live at the Moody Theater. 


FIRST CONCERT 


What role, if any, did this show play in 
your becoming a musician? Myself and the 
musicians I played with wanted to be able 
to play like Ian Anderson, Jimmy Page, and 
Rebop Kwaku Baah (Traffic’s percussionist). 
Me being a hand drummer/percussionist, we 
then started to strive for the virtuosity of jazz 
musicians like Herbie Hancock, Pat Metheny, 
and those in the bands Return to Forever 
and Weather Report. So it impacted me as a 
musician and a presenter. It blows my mind 
that I now know many of my musical heroes 
by presenting them at One World Theatre, 
even doing a Super Trio - Chick Corea/Steve 
Gadd/Christian McBride - Live at One World 
Theatre recording.

Western Static (Skeleton Farm) 

Beats ’n’ bleats from Aaron Behrens 
and Jonas Wilson take undeniable 
shape on the locals’ sophomore 
full-length as the Midnight Stroll. 
Rudimentary rhythm tracks and over¬ 
dubbed guitar lighting up first LP 
Heartbreak Bugaloo in 2016 proved 
as effectively moody and melancholic 
as a Queen demo. Western Static 
cements the band’s amorphous identity: 
Ghostland Observatory singer meets 
his John Frusciante. An opening theme, 
connective sounds and samples, and 
liquid sequencing give it a distinct mix- 
tape quality as underlined by second 
track “The World Keeps Counting,” a 
Prince-like skitter from the vintage drum 
machine closet. Next, “Try” nails what 
could’ve been an All That You Can't 
Leave Behind-era U2 ballad and “Does 
It Get Any Better?” unleashes an uncan¬ 
ny Rocky Horror Picture Show outtake 
that elicits an instant volume boost with 
each successive play. “City Lights” is 
the pair’s Gorillaz moment. Side two 
isn’t nearly as bell-ringing - see the 
awkward cover of Midnight Oil’s “Beds 
Are Burning” - but the effortlessly great 
“Sacrificial Bliss” finds Behrens back 
at the piano as Bono. By closing time, 
the no-budget clatter wears thin and 
the twosome’s musical profile blurs, but 
you’re hooked. Gone daddy gone.

Surface Tension 

Third LP from local indie 
rock darlings Good Field sig¬ 
nals a marked evolution. Paul 
Price’s languid vocal swoons 
contrast his aggressive guitar, 
the chiming outset of “Necessary Feeling” and 
“Ordinary People” spinning into psych-infused 
breakdowns.

over high definition. The album’s rough veneer 
is indicative of its single-occupancy origins, 
but Morales’ rich songcraft and compelling 
arrangements exude a warm human scale that 
never veers into obscurity for its own sake. 
Leading with a cover burns in the less-traveled 
road at the outset, Chris Spedding’s “Video 
Life” crackling with heady effervescence. The 
title track flips the mood to dark noir with 
growling, flanged vocals and a menacing riff, 
and multiple songs start with acoustic blues 
before leaping in different directions. The con¬ 
templative country-blues of “Bring Me Home” 
evokes the troubled soul of Skip Spence. Utility 
guitarist and saxman Jonathan Horne of Young 
Mothers makes over Faust instrumental “Party 
1” as a slow-building traffic jam to close.

Luna Negra and the 
Daughter of the Sun 
(Soundly Music) 

Luna Negra and the 
Daughter of the Sun inhabits 
two worlds: one recalling the 
poetic transparency and country simplicity 
of Emmylou Harris, and another that settles 
south of the border with chest-heaving bole¬ 
ros and romantic Latin ballads. 2011 debut 
Beautiful Mistake came steeped in the losses 
of her lover and mother, but the sopho¬ 
more album heals (“Out of the Rains”) and 
empowers (“Strong Enough”). Morales’ voice 
expands to vulnerable croons atop twanged 
lopes (“Frozen Tangerines”) and piano cre¬ 
scendos (“Avalanche”), while also booming 
(“Pena”).

When Gary P. Nunn 
wrote “London Homesick 
Blues” on his first trip 
to Europe with Michael Martin Murphey in 
1973, the songwriter inadvertently endowed 
Austin with a theme song that catalyzed the 
city’s music scene and introduced its aes¬ 
thetic to the world as the opening music to 
more than four decades of Austin City Limits. 
Nunn’s autobiography likewise proves indis¬ 
pensable for his clear-eyed recall riding shot¬ 
gun to some of the era’s defining moments. 
Told in a straightforward, casual style, the 
book’s value lies less in anecdotes than 
as a catalog of people and songs. The first 
third builds slowly upon his upbringing in 
Oklahoma and West Texas before ensconc¬ 
ing into Austin’s music scene, the turning 
point arriving just as Nunn is ready to pack 
in music until offered the bass spot in 
Murphey’s band. The raucous years back¬ 
ing Jerry Jeff Walker makes for the meat 
of the memoir, but equally important was 
Nunn’s role as locus for recruiting artists to 
Austin via his homestead at Public Domain 
Inc., a group of cabins on North Lamar near 
Threadgill’s. Though Nunn’s an avid photog¬ 
rapher, At Home With the Armadillo sadly 
lacks illustration, leaving his full archives 
still to be mined.

(“Cathedral”). Eight-minute celestial trip “It’s 
Time” bookends the decade work chronicle, a 
document of growing up and letting go.

Swedish-Argentine troubadour Jose 
Gonzalez transcends charm and tranquility 
even trans-Atlantically as he speaks from his 
home in Gothenburg. Like his instrumenta¬ 
tion, composed of simple guitar melodies 
carried by hushed, plainspoken vocals emot¬ 
ing human struggles, the man on the phone 
betrays zero angst. 

“At first, it was a punk band, then I start¬ 
ed playing in a hardcore band,” he chuck¬ 
les. “When I released my first album, 
that was the thing that people liked 
the most.” 

Inviting and calm, his 2005 debut 
Veneer set a precedent for his follow¬ 
ing works of pure guitar and vocals, 
wherein the bare bones of a song nor¬ 
mally made to be less are elevated by his 
personal odes and empathetic lyrics. 

“I’m just trying to find the riffs and chord 
progressions that I like, then I write the lyrics 
for that demo,” he explains. “At the very last 
minute, I try to tie up the different songs into 


a theme. So, in general, I think all my 
albums are pretty similar.” 

In Our Nature followed in 2007, then eight 
years later his most recent album, Vestiges & 
Claws, dropped. The gap wasn’t spent idly, 
either. Gonzalez released music with Swedish 
indie rock outfit Junip and soundtracked 
2013 film The Secret Life of Walter Mitty. 

“I get tired if I do too much of the 
same,” he pauses. “Especially touring- 
wise, it’s good to vary the people 
you’re traveling with and also where 
I’m traveling.” 

For now, he’ll occupy stages across 
the U.S alone with a guitar in hand. 

“I like to play when there’s a good¬ 
sounding PA. and don’t really mind 
what people are doing at the time - laying 
down, sitting, dancing,” he laughs. “That’s 
what I enjoy the most, when I feel like 
there’s power behind the music.”

Betting on the Super 
Bowl - Is it Legal? 

My office has a Super Bowl betting pool. The main 
guy running it, Kyle, says you win money if you guess the 
game winner and the final score. It’s fun and it seems like 
the entire office is playing (apparently they do the same 
thing for March Madness). But I'm new to the office and 
I’m curious - is it legal? - Ashley C. 

Probably not. Gambling in Texas is illegal and the defini¬ 
tion of gambling in Texas is incredibly broad. The Texas Penal 
Code (section 47.02) states that a person commits an of¬ 
fense if they make “a bet on the partial or final result of a 
game or contest or on the performance of a participant in 
a game or contest.” When taken to its logical extreme, this 
definition makes a crook out of everyone who participates in 
office-friendly Super Bowl betting or March Madness brackets. 


It is a valid defense if the person engaged in gambling 
in a private place, no person realized any economic benefit 
other than personal winnings, and the risks of losing and 
the chances of winning were the same for all participants. 
Most workplaces would not be considered a private place. 
For example, office buildings are excluded in the statute’s 
definition of private place. So this defense would likely be 
unavailable to folks participating in an office pool. 

Practically, it would be highly unusual forTexas gambling 
laws to be enforced against those involved in informal Su¬ 
per Bowl office wagers. As long as the overall amount of 
money is not exceedingly large, nobody takes a fee off the 
top for organizing the pool, and it is one of your co-workers 
running the pool, enforcement is very unlikely. While Texas 
does have strong laws against gambling, it’s the lax (some 
would say nonexistent) enforcement of the gambling laws 
in these type of friendly, low-wager contexts that allow most 
low-stakes office pools to operate without problems.
